PROVISIONAL  AGREEMENT  ON  POINTS  SCALES 

REPRESENTATIVES  of  staff  and  management  sides  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Whitley  Council,  Committee  C,  have  reached  provisional 
agreement  on  a  revised  method  of  points  calculation  for  determining 
hospital  categories.

Where  a  chief  pharmacist  is  directly

Strychnine  Sales 

STATEMENT  BY  SOCIETY'S  COUNCIL 

THE  Society's  Council  again  emphasises 
the  need  for  strict  compliance  with  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  and  Poisons  Rules  and 
draws  attention  to  the  conditions  affect- 
ing the  sale  of  strychnine.  The  parts 
in  italics  should  be  particularly  noted. 
Subject  to  certain  specific  exemptions 
Rule  17  (formerly  Rule  16)  of  the 
Poisons  Rules,  1964,  prohibits  the  sale 
or  supply  of  strychnine  except  as  an 
ingredient  in  a  medicine.  The  exemp- 
tions permit  sales  by  way  of  wholesale 
dealing,  export  transactions,  only  to 
registered  medical  practitioners  and 
veterinary  surgeons  for  dispensing  pur- 
poses and  for  no  other  purposes,  sales 
for  purposes  of  research  or  analysis, 
and  sales  made  to  persons  who  produce 
a  written  authority  issued  in  one  of  the 
forms  set  out  in  Schedule  13  of  the 
Poison  Rules.  The  following  conditions 
must  be  met : 

1.  The  authority  must  have  been  issued 
within  the  preceding  three  months. 


2.  An  authority  for  the  purpose  of  kill- 
ing moles  must  be  signed  by  a  person 
authorised  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  or  in  Scotland  by  the 
Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

3.  An  authority  for  the  purpose  of  kill- 
ing seals  must  specify  the  place  and  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

4.  The  quantity  authorised  must  not 
exceed  4  oz. 

5.  The  authority  must  be  retained  by 
the  seller. 

No  other  form  of  authority  has  any 
validity.  Inquiries  concerning  the  pur- 
chase of  strychnine  should  always  be 
referred  to  the  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  and  not  to  the  local  auth- 
ority or  police. 

Colours  in  Food 

SIX  MAY  BE  BANNED 

SIX  colouring  ingredients  which  food 
manufacturers  have  used  for  at  least 
ten  years  should  be  banned  as  health 
risks,  according  to  the  Food  Stan- 
dards Committee  Report  on  Colouring 
Matters  published  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office  (price  Is.  6d.).  The  report  also 
recommends  more  research  into  other 
colouring  additives  permitted  by  the 
responsible  Ministry.  For  only  a 
few  colours,  it  says,  is  there  any  in- 
formation on  their  toxicity  or  carcino- 
genicity. The  six  "  coal  tar "  colours 
which  the  committee  recommends 
should  be  withdrawn  from  the  per- 


mitted list  of  thirty  are  ponceau  3R, 
ponceau  SX,  naphthol  yellow  S,  blue 
VRS,  yellow  RFS  and  yellow  RY.  It 
also  recommends  that  the  colouring  of 
citrus  fruit  should  be  prohibited  and 
that  any  revised  regulations  of  purity 
should  prescribe  specifications  for 
permitted  food  colouring.  Concern- 
ing other  colours  the  report  says : 
"  In  the  absence  of  adequate  evidence 
of  testing  we  cannot  give  an  uncondi- 
tional clearance  to  more  than  a  very 
few  of  the  remainder  of  the  colours  at 
present  permitted,  but  we  consider  that 
on  the  available  evidence  there  is  no 
need  to  prohibit  their  use  in  the 
amounts  ordinarily  used  in  food."  The 
Ministry  point  out  that  the  respon- 
sible Ministers  were  not  committed  to 
the  recommendations  and  representa- 
tions from  interested  parties  are  sought. 

Edinburgh  Conference 

NO  FARES  CONCESSION  THIS  YEAR 

THE  Edinburgh  Local  Committee  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
announces  with  regret  that  no  railway 
fares  concession  can  be  made  available 
to  members  attending  the  Conference 
meeting  in  Edinburgh  in  September. 
British  Railways  have  replaced  the 
scheme  formerly  available  to  travellers 
attending  conferences  by  another  that, 
says  the  Committee,  is  quite  unwork- 
able for  a  conference  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  members,  such  as  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  vou- 
cher mentioned  in  "  Notes  for  Appli- 
cants "  for  tickets  for  the  Edinburgh 
meeting  is  not.  therefore,  being  sent  to 
members.

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Mantoux  Test 

HIGH  OR  LOW  DOSE? 

A  RESOLUTION  on  the  question 
whether  a  high  or  a  low  dose  of 
tuberculin  PPD  is  preferable  for  a 
Mantoux  test  is  attempted  in  a  forth- 
coming paper  in  the  Bulletin  of  the 
World  Health  Organisation  (Bull.  Wld. 
Hlth.  Org.  30).  The  paper  presents  a 
new  method  of  statistical  analysis  ap- 
plied during  a  tuberculosis  survey  in 
Kenya,  in  which  a  test  dose  of  one 
Tu  was  used. 

It  was  assumed  that  if  "  positive  "  or 
"  negative  "  reactions  on  children  cor- 
responded closely  to  the  presence  or  ab- 
sence of  infection,  a  higher  proportion 
of  "  positive  "  children  would  be  found 
in  households  where  the  adults  were 
"  tuberculin-positive."  That  was  found 
to  be  the  case,  taking  the  limiting  size 
of  induration  for  a  positive  reaction 
in  the  range  4-16  mm.  The  correlation 
was  closest  if  the  limiting  size  between 
"  positive  "  and  "  negative  "  was  taken 
as  10  mm.,  which  was  also  shown  to 
be  the  best  size  for  distinguishing  re- 
actors and  non-reactors  to  the  low-dose 
test.  It  is  claimed  that  the  finding  gives 
support  to  the  hypothesis  that  reactors 
are  infected  and  non-reactors  uninfec- 
ted. A  more  detailed  analysis  is  used  to 
test  a  number  of  hypotheses  about 
tuberculin  reaction.  The  most  plausible 
one  is  said  to  be  that  the  tuberculin 
sensitivities  of  infected  and  uninfected 
persons  correspond  respectively  to 
those  of  reactors  and  non-reactors  to 
the  low-dosage  test.  The  conclusion 
drawn  is  that  a  low-dosage  test  is  pro- 
bably more  suitable  for  distinguishing 
the  two  groups.

CALL  FOR  STANDARDISED  LABELLING 

A  RESOLUTION  urging  the  Minister 
of  Health  to  act  to  standardise  the 
names,  dosages  and  labelling  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  was  passed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Nursing    and    National    Council  of 


Nurses  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
Glasgow  on  June  26.  The  mover  of  the 
resolution  said  that  the  naming  of 
drugs  had  gone  beyond  the  limits  of 
proportion,  common  sense  and  practi- 
cality. To  teach  nurses  the  names  of 
the  different  drugs  was  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult.  Many  drugs  had 
two  or  even  more  names  and  the  name 
on  the  medicine  sheet  was  not  neces- 
sarily the  one  that  was  printed  upon 
the  label. 

British  Standards

THE  British  Standards  Institution  has 
published  an  additional  specification  to 
the  series  for  micro-chemical  apparatus 
published  under  the  reference  No.

It 
is  a  non-transference  version  of  the 
apparatus  specified  in  Part  Bl  which 
has  also  been  recently  revised  and  is 
also  obtainable  from  the  Institution 
(price  5s.).

UNDETECTED  PATIENTS 

"  New  Frontier  "  of  Health  would  bring  them  in 


"  STIFF  upper  lip  can  be  fatal,  says 
doctors."  "  One  in  ten  ill  unaware." 
Under  such  headlines  the  office  of 
Health  Economics  received  generous 
publicity  in  the  daily  Press  for  its  latest 
booklet,  "  New  Frontiers  of  Health," 
published  on  July  6.  The  argument  of 
the  36-p.  booklet,  under  its  handsome 
tangerine  cover  reproducing  a  Cruick- 
shank  cartoon  "  The  Headache,"  is 
broadly  that,  as  standards  of  living 
rise,  it  is  natural  to  expect  higher 
standards  of  health,  yet  that  many 
people  are  still  making  do  with  stan- 
dards that  are  three  decades  out  of 
date,  and  failing  to  benefit  from  medi- 
cal progress.  At  the  same  time  more 
research  is  needed  to  make  it  easier  to 
detect  certain  diseases  (examples:  heart 
disease,  mental  illness  at  early  stages). 
The  authors  disclaim  any  intention  of 
directing  anyone  who  thinks  he  might 
be  ill  to  rush  to  his  doctor  and  demand 
treatment. 

Professor  Butterfield  in  the  foreword 
goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  "  it  may  be 
necessary  to  change  over  from  medical 
care  on  demand  to  medical  care  accord- 
ing to  need " — meaning,  it  is  under- 
stood, not  a  new  monetary  demand 
upon  the  patient  but  some  amount  of 
education  in  when  to  call  in  the  doc- 
tor, and  greater  activity  by  the  appro- 
priate  authority   in   seeking  out  and 


treating  people  who  need  curative  or 
preventive  treatment.  Time  for  such 
new  activity  would  be  found,  it  is 
suggested,  by  delegating  to  nurses  or 
other  auxiliaries  much  present  routine 
work.  "  Once  the  Health  Service  starts 
to  act  in  this  way,  it  will  probably 
also  sweep  up  a  lot  of  less  important 
disorders,  which  it  can  attend  to  at  the 
same  time."  It  is  recognised  that,  if  the 
"  clinical  iceberg "  of  undetected  and 
untreated  illness  is  tackled,  the  cost  of 
the  Health  Service  must  rise,  since 
treatment  would  be  provided  for 
patients  who  would  otherwise  live  and 
die  untreated.  However,  reduced  sick- 
ness absence,  and  fewer  premature 
deaths  and  disabilities,  will  make  the 
nation  "  richer  both  in  terms  of  money 
and  in  terms  of  human  happiness."  The 
authors  express  the  hope  that  they 
have  done  something  to  scotch  the  im- 
pression that  Britain  under  its  National 
Health  Service  is  becoming  a  race  of 
hypochondriacs.  Hypochondriacs  un- 
doubtedly exist,  but  the  problem  that 
emerges  from  the  report  is  the  opposite 
one — of  a  large  proportion  of  the  popu- 
lation "  stoicly  or  unwittingly  "  toler- 
ating ill  health  without  calling  for  the 
treatment  they  need.  Copies  of  the 
booklet,  price  2s.  each,  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Office  of  Health  Economics, 
62  Brompton  Road,  London,  S.W.3.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Future  trends 

Dr.  G.  H.  Macmorran  (resident  secretary  of  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Scottish  Department)  rendered  a  useful  service  to  members  in  Scotland 
by  his  address  to  the  annual  meeting  in  Edinburgh  (pp.  4  and  5).  It  is 
a  comparatively  simple  (if  laborious)  matter  to  collate  information  re- 
garding the  distribution  of  pharmacies  both  geographically  and  in  relation 
to  the  population.  It  is  also  relatively  easy  to  illustrate  how  the  position 
has  altered  over  the  past  decade.  The  real  problem  arises  when  one 
attempts  to  analyse  the  facts  and  sets  out  to  interpret  their  meaning  and 
their  future  effects,  if  the  trend  shown  is  in  fact  part  of  the  future  pattern. 
And  while  the  fall  in  the  number  of  pharmacies  in  Scotland  is  consider- 
ably higher,  proportionately,  than  in  England  and  Wales,  many  of  the 
points  made  by  the  speaker  have  their  application  to  Scotland's  larger 
neighbour  in  the  south,  particularly  in  its  less  densely  populated  areas. 
It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  the  small  pharmacy  in  the  country  village 
cannot  survive  without  spreading  its  net  a  little  wider  in  the  matter  of 
its  range  of  goods  than  its  city  counterpart  should  require  to  do.  With- 
out some  such  form  of  trading,  many  country  areas  would  have  no  phar- 
maceutical service  at  all.  But  the  most  cursory  observer  of  the  city  scene, 
if  he  is  pharmaceutical^  minded,  cannot  but  be  disturbed  by  the  general- 
store  appearance  of  so  many  pharmacies  which,  in  an  age  in  which  a 
National  Health  Service  has  provided  opportunities  for  pharmacy  never 
previously  known,  contrive  to  convey  to  the  public  that  professional  service 
is  only  a  minor  part  of  their  function.  It  has  often  seemed  to  me  that 
pharmacy  missed  a  great  opportunity  in  1948.  With  the  coming  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  bringing  into  the  pharmacies  of  England  and 
Wales  (it  is  accepted  that  the  position  was  different  in  Scotland)  a  large 
volume  of  dispensing  which  had  hitherto  been  the  province  of  the  dispens- 
ing doctor,  every  effort  should  have  been  exerted  to  make  it  abundantly 
clear  what  pharmacy  stood  for.  We  may  yet.  as  a  result  of  the  intensive 
course  of  study  now  demanded  of  the  modern  student,  reach  a  situation 
in  which  there  will  be  a  parting  of  the  ways,  and  there  will  gradually 
emerge  a  line  of  pharmacists  who  will  have  been  successful  in  providing  a 
purely  pharmaceutical  service.  That  must,  indeed,  be  so  if  pharmacy  is  to 
save  its  soul. 

Not  so  exclusive 

It  has  now  been  the  turn  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  discuss  the  Bill 
whose  purpose  is  to  alter  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1954  so  as  to  separate 
registration  as  a  pharmacist  from  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  That,  in  effect,  is  what  the  Upper  House  agreed  to.  by  the  narrow 
margin  of  three  votes,  on  the  second  reading  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  intro- 
duced on  behalf  of  the  Exclusive  Brethen.  The  debate  clearly  illustrated 
that  there  were  grave  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  acceding  to  the  demand, 
and  I  am  not  surprised  that  several  speakers  found  difficulty  in  appre- 
ciating Lord  Grenfell's  explanation  to  the  effect  that  members  of  the 
sect  were  not  allowed  to  associate  in  any  way  with  anybody  else  who 
did  not  think  on  the  same  lines  as  they  did  (p.  5).  It  is,  as  Lady  Summer- 
skill  aptly  described  it,  "  a  curious  little  Bill."  Lord  Denham,  on  behalf 
of  the  Government,  said  that  they  felt  that  the  action  taken  by  the  few 
(twenty-six  in  number)  who  would  take  advantage  of  the  Bill  would  not 
unduly  weaken  the  Society.  But  he  went  on  to  say  that,  although  only 
one  sect  wished  to  take  advantage  of  the  Bill,  the  same  course  would  be 
open  to  anybody  who  felt,  on  religious  grounds,  that  he  could  not  join 
the  Society.  A  small  stone  cast  into  a  pool  produces  widening  ripples,  and 
the  King  Canute  nominated  to  keep  back  the  waves  is  none  other  than 
the  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  If  the  Bill  became  law  his 
position  would  be  no  more  enviable  than  that  of  his  royal  counterpart, 
though  he  might  be  subjected  to  equally  clamorous  demands  for  a  ponti- 
fical pronouncement.  [Since  Xrayser  wrote  his  paragraph  the  Bill  has 
undergone  deflation  and  collapse  by  the  somewhat  circuitous  procedure 
reported  on  p.  30. — Editor.]

MORE  PRESCRIPTIONS  AND  HIGHER  COSTS 


CHEMISTS  dispensed  205,461,967 
prescriptions  during  1963  at  a  total 
cost  of  £92,509,572  and  an  average  of 
just  over  9s.,  against  196,626,238  at  a 
cost  of  £85,278,981  (or  fourpence  per 
prescription  less)  in  1962,  states  the 
report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1963 
(Cmnd.  2389)  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  lis.  6d.).  Prescriptions  for  penicil- 
lins (10-2  millions)  and  prescriptions  for 
tetracyclines  (8-6  millions)  rose  from  9-2 
and  6-9  million  prescriptions  respec- 
tively in  1962.  The  increased  number 
of  prescriptions  in  1963  for  the  rela- 
tively expensive  tetracyclines  is  given 
as  a  major  cause  of  the  higher  overall 
net  ingredient  cost  per  prescription  in 
1963. 

Prescriptions  dispensed  in  Wales  in 
1963  totalled  13,584,000,  against 
13,180,285  in  1962,  and  the  cost  per 
prescription  was  9s.  10d.,  against  9s.  5d 
After  an  intial  fall  in  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  after  the  2s. 
prescription  charge  was  introduced  in 
March  1961,  the  number  appears  to 
have  settled  at  a  new  level,  subject  to 
normal  seasonal  fluctuations.  Prescrip- 
tions dispensed  in  January  and  Febru- 
ary did  not  reach  a  peak  number  as  in 
previous  years.  The  peak  was  reached 
untypically  in  March  and  April. 

In  a  chapter  dealing  with  the  remun- 
eration of  chemists,  reference  is  made 
to  the  inquiry  into  remuneration  and 
costs  in  210  pharmacies  and  to  the  dis- 
cussions in  progress  at  the  close  of 
1963  over  some  elements  of  the  inquiry. 
The  report  also  contains  a  brief  refer- 
ence to  the  proposals  by  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee for  a  revised  basis  of  payment  for 
the  supply  of  oxygen  and  oxygen 
equipment  and  to  the  fact  that  the 
Ministry  and  the  Committee  agreed  to 
make  a  separate  inquiry  into  the  nature 
and  costs  of  the  service  given  by  all 
contractors. 

During  1963  there  were  187  cases  in 
which  pharmacists  in  contract  with 
Executive  Councils  were  alleged  to 
have  failed  to  comply  with  their  terms 
of  service,  and  breaches  were  found 
in  174  cases. 

Voluntary  Price  Regulation  Scheme 

The  Ministry  reports  that,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  voluntary  price  regula- 
tion scheme,  the  second  annual  review 
of  prices  was  undertaken  during  1963 
and  the  third  and  final  review  was 
begun  at  the  end  of  1963.  "Substantial 
reductions  in  the  prices  of  certain  pre- 
parations have  been  agreed  with  the 
manufacturers  during  the  currency  of 
the  scheme.  The  future  of  the  scheme 
was  being  considered  at  the  end  of 
1963."  A  sentence  dealing  with  elastic 
hosiery  reads  *'  The  prices  of  one  form 
of  elastic  hosiery  were  increased  by 
about  9  per  cent,  during  1963,  after 
investigation  by  the  Ministry." 

Total  National  Health  Service  expen- 
diture was  nearly  £947  millions  in  1962- 
63,  and  latest  estimates  for  1963-64 
amounted  to  £1,028  millions.  A  break- 
down of  the  cost  of  the  service  in

ciety's  secretary  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  had  sat 
throughout  the  debate,  but  had  been 
remarkably  quiet.  Only  when  the  Bill 
came  to  the  upper  House  and  was 
analysed,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety did  not  get  its  way  did  it  move 
from  a  neutral  position — and  it  moved 
fast.  The  Society  had  had  a  remark- 
able amount  of  literature  printed  in  a 
short  time  and  have  directed  members 
how  to  act.  "  That,  in  my  opinion,  is 
a  remarkable  way  for  a  neutral  body 
to  behave."  Lady  Summerskill  later 
said  that  the  1930  Departmental  Com- 
mittee set  up  to  inquire  into  the  work- 
ing of  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  reported 
in  favour  of  identifying  membership 
with  registration.  She  felt  it  would  be 
irresponsible  if  the  findings  of  the  Com- 
mittee were  rejected  in  an  Amendment. 
The  constitution  of  the  Society  had 
been  recommended  by  a  powerful  and 
responsible  body,  and  she  could  not 
dismiss  it  in  such  an  arbitrary  fashion. 

Free  for  All  ? 

Lord  Silkin  thought  the  time  had 
come  when  persons  registered  as  phar- 
macists should  be  free  to  choose  for 
themselves  whether  they  wanted  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Society  or  not. 
The  Bill  gave  certain  people  freedom 
to  opt  out  of  membership.  He  wanted 
to  give  everybody  that  freedom.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  must  face  up 
to  freedom  of  membership  as  all  other 
organisations  did.  Lord  Spens  strongly 
objected  to  exceptions  in  general  law 
being  given  to  sectarian  views  of  religi- 
ous bodies.  The  Society  had  run  the 
profession  and  had  undoubtedly  im- 
proved the  standards  in  every  way. 
He  would  be  sorry  to  see  it  put  into 
the  position  that  would  undoubtedly 
arise  if  the  amendment  were  passed. 
Lord  Taylor  pointed  out  that  if  the 
amendment  were  carried  the  Bill  would 
be  wrecked,  and  he  felt  that  the  spon- 
sors would  wish  to  withdraw  it.  In  that 
way  nothing  would  be  achieved.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  would  not  be 
liberalised  in  any  way,  nor  would  it 
be  possible  for  people  to  object  on  the 
grounds  of  conscience  to  belonging  to 
it.  Lord  Conesford  pointed  out  that 
if  the  amendment  were  passed  it  would 
still  be  for  Parliament  to  say  if  it  de- 
sired the  Bill  to  continue.  Lord 
Williams  said  he  would  prefer  to  leave 
the  Pharmacy  Act  as  it  was  unless 
something  was  happening  that  ought 
not  to  happen  and  that  was  weakening 
the  profession  or  the  members  of  the 
profession.  Lord  Morrison  objected  to 
the  principle  of  compelling  people  to 
belong  to  a  particular  Society.  He 
thought  the  amendment  was  right,  and 
if  it  were  carried  the  promoters  of  the 
Bill  could  withdraw  it.  Lord  Grenfell 
said  the  Bill  could  not  be  withdrawn, 
but  he  personally  could  refuse  to  pro- 
ceed with  it.  The  Earl  of  Sandwich 
urged  the  Committee  not  to  pass  the 
amendment,  but  to  wait  for  the  appro- 
priate stage  of  the  Bill  and  throw  it 
out  altogether.  Lord  Denham.  putting 
the  views  of  the  Government,  said  it 
had  taken  a  neutral  position  on  the 
Bill  as  it  stood,  but  was  not  neutral 
on  the  amendment  and  advised  its 
rejection.  It  would  be  wrong  at  that 
stage  in  a  Private  Member's  Bill  to

an  amendment  to  make  it  possible  to 
register  and  practise  as  a  pharmacist 
without  being  a  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  He  said  it  had 
been  called  a  "  wrecking  "  amendment, 
but  he  did  not  put  it  down  with  that 
end  primarily  in  view,  though  he  felt 
strongly  that  the  Bill  should  not  be 
enacted.  He  did  not  think  that  it  was 
an  issue  of  discrimination  against  a 
religious  society,  because  it  was  they 
who  were  discriminating  "  against  our 
Society."  He  added  "  We  are  entitled 
to  take  into  account  their  merits  as 
citizens  and  their  importance  as  a 
minority."  Associate  membership  of 
many  societies  was  required  in  a  num- 
ber of  posts.  If  the  Bill  was  passed 
he  saw  no  logical  reason  why  it  should 
stop  short  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety. He  thought  the  principle  of  com- 
pulsory membership  of  a  society  was 
wrong.  There  were  other  alternatives 
such  as  the  payment  of  a  registration 
fee,  plus  a  yearly  practising  fee.  On 


principle  the  matter  should  be  looked  at 
and,  unless  the  amendment  was  pressed 
to  a  division,  it  was  unlikely  that  vari- 
ous factors  would  receive  full  con- 
sideration. Lady  Summerskill  des- 
cribed as  important  the  fact  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  not  been 
blameless  in  the  matter.  "  They  have 
behaved  in  a  most  inefficient  wav,  their 
officials  in  a  manner  that  astonishes  me 
because  they  slipped  this  Bill  through 
another  place  without  its  being  re- 
vealed at  any  one  stage  .  .  .  that  the 
people  with  whom  we  were  dealing 
were  this  tiny  little  sect  of  twenty-six 
people."  Lord  Grenfell  interrupted  to 
point  out  that  the  Society  had  not 
"  slipped  this  Bill  through  the  House." 
It  had  been  put  through  on  behalf  of 
the  Exclusive  Brethren.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  been  neutral 
throughout.  Lady  Summerskill  said  that 
the  Society  had  "  circularised  us  all " 
and  had  said  in  the  first  sentence  .  .  . 
that  it  was  neutral.  People  who  were 
neutral  did  not  immediately  circularise 
every  Member  of  the  House  and  ask 
them  to  take  certain  action.  The  So-

macy and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  when 
only  60  per  cent,  of  pharmacists  were 
members  of  the  Society.  Removing  the 
membership  provision  would  create  an 
element  of  doubt  in  the  position  of  the 
Society.  It  would  have  to  petition  for 
an  amendment  of  its  Charter  and  to 
work  out  some  new  system  of  electing 
members.  The  provision  had  worked 
well  since  1933,  and  the  Government 
knew  of  no  members  of  the  Society 
who  objected  to  being  compelled  to 
become  members  in  that  way.  Any 
right  given  by  the  Bill  to  avoid  mem- 
bership of  the  Society  would  give  no 
advantage  to  any  pharmacist  but,  if 
anything,  subject  him  to  a  disad- 
vantage. The  amendment  was  rejected 
by  forty-five  votes  to  twenty-five. 

Lord  Spens  then  moved  an  amend- 
ment to  delete  the  proviso  that  a 
conscientious  objection  could  be  based 
upon  religious  beliefs  which  an  appli- 
cant "  shares  with  others."  That  was 
an  exception  that  had  never  before 
been  seen  in  law.  He  said  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  had  said  that,  if  the 
amendment  were  carried,  it  would 
throw  a  great  burden  on  the  registrar, 
who  would  have  to  decide  whether 
or  not  a  man  had  a  genuine  conscienti- 
ous objection.  To  that  criticism  he  sug- 
gested there  was  a  later  stage  of  the 


THE  Resale  Prices  Bill  was  considered 
in  the  Report  stage  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  July  2  and  on  the  same  day 
the  Committee  stage  of  the  Trading 
Stamps  Bill  was  concluded. 

Medical  Education  and  Research 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Education  and  Science  if 
he  was  able  to  announce  his  decision  to 
set  up  an  inquiry  into  medical  educa- 
tion and  what  form  the  inquiry  would 
take.  Sir  Edward  Boyle  (Minister  of 
Education)  on  July  2  said  it  was  hoped 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  make  an 
announcement  shortly. 

Sir  Edward  Boyle  told  Mr.  W. 
Hamilton  on  July  2  that  about  10!  per 
cent,  of  Government  financial  expendi- 
ture on  medical  research  in  1963-64  was 
incurred  in  Scotland.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  the  beginning  of  the  decade 
1954-64  was  9  per  cent. 

Voluntary  Price  Regulation  Scheme 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  July  6  if  he  would  insist, 
in  negotiating  renewal  of  the  volun- 
tary price  regulation  scheme,  upon 
full  disclosure  by  individual  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  of  such  research 
and  manufacturing  costs,  profit  mar- 
gins, and  sales  promotion  expenditure 
as  might  be  required  by  his  depart- 
ment; and  if  he  would  ensure  that  any 
new  agreement  had  a  maximum  dura- 
tion of  three  years,  subject  to  six 
months'  notice.  Mr.  A.  Barber  (Mini- 
ster of  Health)  replied,  "  I  hope  that 
a  new  scheme  will  be  agreed  at  a 
meeting  which  is  taking  place  today." 
He  added  that  he  had  noted  Mr. 
Robinson's  points. 

Mr.  Robinson  asked  if  the  Minister 
would  agree  that,  in  the  absence  of 


Bill  where  some  tribunal  could  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  Registrar.  Lord  Taylor 
said  the  Bill  was  a  "  legislative  non- 
sense." The  only  hope  of  making  any 
sense  of  it  was  by  accepting  the  amend- 
ment even  if  it  meant  wrecking  the 
Bill.  Lord  Williams  said  he  hoped  to 
kill  the  Bill  by  supporting  an  amend- 
ment with  which  he  did  not  agree. 
The  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Lord 
Taylor  then  moved  an  amendment  to 
ensure  that  nobody  who  opted  out  on 
conscientious  grounds  would  be  let  off 
paying  his  subscription.  Lord  Grenfell 
said  that  he  was  advised  by  the  So- 
ciety and  by  everybody  that  the  amend- 
ment was  unnecessary.  By  amending  the 
Bill,  which  was  intended  to  give  a 
right  to  a  small  minority,  a  great  deal 
had  been  done  to  the  detriment  of  the 
Society.  He  did  not  consider  the  House 
had  a  right  to  do  that  and  he  person- 
ally was  not  going  to  proceed  with  the 
Bill,  though  he  understood  that  any- 
body else  could  do  so.  Lord  Morrison 
did  not  think  it  would  be  proper  Par- 
liamentary procedure  to  strike  out  the 
Bill  clause  by  clause.  It  would  be 
pointless  to  go  through  that  procedure. 
If  the  House  wished  to  kill  the  Bill, 
it  would  be  better  to  do  so  on  the 
Third  Reading,  and  he  recommended 
that  the  situation  should  be  left  as 
it  was. 


the  kind  of  information  referred  to  in 
the  first  part  of  the  question,  he  would 
be  negotiating  prices  of  individual 
drugs  with  one  hand  tied  behind  his 
back. 

Would  he  not  also  agree  that  his 
hands  in  the  negotiations  ought  to  have 
been  strengthened  by  the  assurance, 
which  "  I  now  repeat,  that  in  the  event 
of  a  change  of  Government  we  would 
not  feel  necessarily  bound  by  an  agree- 
ment which  did  not  fully  and 
adequately  safeguard  the  taxpayers' 
interests?  " 

Mr.  Barber  pointed  out  that  com- 
pulsory powers  existed  and  were  being 
renewed,  for  obtaining  information  "  as 
may  be  prescribed."  He,  nevertheless 
assured  Mr.  Robinson  that  nothing  in 
the  agreement  would  prevent  the 
Labour  Party  from  implementing  their 
declared  policy  of  gradually  nationa- 
lising the  pharmaceutical  industry,  if 
the  British  public  should  clamour  for 
such  a  step. 

Mr.  J.  Snow  asked  if  the  Minister 
was  aware  that  if  he  did  not  investi- 
gate the  difference  between  basic  re- 
search and  development  research  he 
might  unconsciously  be  subscribing  to 
claims  for  original  discovery  which 
bore  no  relationship  to  the  facts 
because  of  the  limited  amount  of  basic 
research  in  the  U.K.  "  Is  he  further 
aware  that  he  will  be  well  advised  to 
investigate  the  sources  of  income  of 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  wherein  he  may  dis- 
cover that  there  are  unnecessarily  sus- 
picious sorts  of  contribution? "  Mr. 
Barber  thought  that  the  powers  which 
the  Minister  of  Health  is  to  take  in 
the  Emergency  Laws  (Re-enactments 
and  Repeals),  Bill,  would  prove  to  be 
adequate. 


Anti-haemophilia  Preparations 

Mr.  P.  Goodhart  asked  the  Mini- 
ster why  a  patient  could  not  obtain 
supplies  of  anti-haemophilia  egg  white 
derivative  that  had  been  prescribed  for 
him  under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, and  what  steps  were  being  taken 
to  ease  the  shortage.  Mr.  Braine,  in  a 
written  reply  on  July  6,  said  he  under- 
stood the  manufacturer  of  the  prepara- 
tion had  gone  out  of  business.  "  Since 
it  has  never  been  considered  of  proved 
therapeutic  value  no  steps  were  being 
taken  to  stimulate  production." 

Agricultural  Chemicals 

In  a  written  reply  to  a  question 
from  Mrs.  Joyce  Butler  on  July  6 
about  the  proportion  of  pesticides  on 
sale  to  the  public  to  be  covered  by  the 
proposed  labelling  of  active  ingredi- 
ents, Mr.  Christopher  Soames  (Mini- 
ster of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food)  said:—"  Members  of  the  indus- 
trial associations  who  are  parties  to  the 
Pesticides  Safety  Precautions  Scheme 
supply  about  ninety-five  per  cent,  of 
the  output  of  the  pesticides  covered 
by  the  scheme."  Judging  from  past  ex- 
perience, he  had  no  reason  to  antici- 
pate that  non-member  firms  would  not 
also  observe  the  new  labelling  provi- 
sions. 

Exclusive  Brethren 

Commander  Harry  Pursey  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  July  6  how 
many  pharmacists,  who  were  Exclusive 
Brethren  and  not  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  were  currently 
allowed  to  dispense  National  Health 
Service  prescriptions  and  sell  poisons; 
and  which  Executive  Councils  kept  on 
their  lists  pharmacists  who,  being  Ex- 
clusive Brethren,  were  not  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr. 
Bernard  Braine,  in  a  written  reply, 
stated  that  so  far  as  he  was  aware,  no 
unregistered  pharmacist  was  on  the 
pharmaceutical  list  of  an  Executive 
Council.  A  National  Health  Service 
prescription  might  be  dispensed  only 
by  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmacist.  A  retail  sale 
of  a  poison  could  not  be  made  except 
by  or  under  the  personal  control  of  a 
registered  pharmacist. 

Drugs  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Bill 

Lady  Summerskill  in  welcoming 
the  second  reading  of  the  Drugs  (Pre- 
vention of  Misuse)  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  July  7,  said,  "  We  are  coming 
into  an  era  where  every  country  is 
being  embraced  by  the  octopus  growth 
of  the  drug  industry,  which  in  alliance 
with  the  advertising  world,  persuades 
young  and  old  alike  to  consume  its 
products  irrespective  of  their  value." 
There  was  hardly  a  home  in  the  country 
where  there  was  not  a  box  or  bottle 
half-full  of  tablets.  "  Faceless  men " 
were  the  real  suppliers  of  these  drugs 
behind  facades  of  respectability.  In 
view  of  the  quantities  of  amphetamine- 
type  drugs  distributed,  it  was  surprising 
that  the  police  were  never  informed 
that  there  had  been  a  major  theft  from 
manufacturers  or  importers  ..."  I 
cannot  think  of  any  report  of  a  theft 
of  drugs." 

Lord  Fraser  of  Lonsdale,  who 
said  he  was  a  director  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical firm,  deplored  the  opportunity 
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Lady  Summerskill  had  taken  to  make 
insinuations  and  unfounded  suggestions 
as  if  the  whole  industry  were  to  blame 
for  something  she  did  not  define.  "  I 
hardly  think,"  he  said,  "  that  that  is 
worthy  of  her  station  or  status  as  a 
member  of  this  House,  or  as  a  mem- 
ber of  a  noble  profession."  (Cheers.) 
No  reputable  firm  was  responsible  for 
conniving  at  the  theft  of  pills,  which 
she  implied  though  she  did  not  quite 
say  it.  How  these  teenagers  got  hold 
of  the  pills  he  did  not  know:  obviously 
there  was  a  loophole  in  their  impor- 
tation which  was  now  going  to  be 
stopped.  But  could  they  not  welcome 
the  Bill  without  making  false,  errone- 
ous and  extremely  unfair  attacks? 

Lord  Hobson  thought  Lady  Sum- 
merskill went  into  a  flight  of  hyperbole 
for  he  did  not  think  every  house  in 
this  country  was  inundated  with  drugs. 
Most  had  a  bottle  of  aspirins. 

Lord  Ferrier  agreed  with  Lord 
Fraser's  criticisms  of  Lady  Summer- 
skill.  This  was  the  third  time  she  had 
made  the  sort  of  attack  she  had  made 
today.  Had  it  occurred  to  her  that  it 
was  not  always  wise  for  drug  thefts  to 
be  reported  in  the  Press? 

Lord  Taylor  agreed  with  Lady 
Summerskill  about  the  number  of 
drugs  "  knocking  about  "  in  homes.  One 
reason  was  that  doctors  prescribed  too 
many.  He  believed  large  quantities  of 
these  [amphetamine]  drugs  were  ob- 
tained, not  by  pilfering  but  by  theft 
from  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  dis- 
tributors and  retailers. 

Lord  Derwent  (Minister  of  State, 
Home  Office)  replying  to  the  debate, 
said  both  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
and  the  medical  profession  had  "  be- 
haved extraordinarily  well  and  been 
very  helpful "  over  the  problem.  He 
assured  Lady  Summerskill  there  had 
been  Press  reports  of  drug  thefts  add- 
ing, "  But  you  can  steal — and  I  mean 
steal,  not  pilfer- — quite  a  lot  of  money's 
worth  of  these  pills  in  quite  a  small 
space.  You  don't  have  to  have  an  enor- 
mous lorry  to  make  quite  a  deal  of 
money  out  of  it."  The  Bill  was  given 
an  unopposed  second  reading. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Interim  Injunction  Granted 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  London,  on 
July  7,  Mr.  Justice  Wilberforce  granted 
an  injunction  to  Kembert  (Cosmetics), 
Ltd.,  Harrow  Road,  London,  W.2,  re- 
straining Traders  (Cash  and  Carry), 
Ltd.,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.l,  from 
selling  a  product.  Gay  Baby  baby  pow- 
der, in  tins  similar  to  Happy  Baby  baby 
powder  produced  by  Messrs.  Kembert. 
The  judge  said  that,  while  there  might 
be  no  deliberate  copying,  there  was  a 
similarity  between  the  tins.  Because 
Traders'  product  was  new  it  would  be 
wrong  for  them  to  continue  to  market 
the  powder  in  the  present  tins.  The 
injunction  would  be  effective  until  trial 
of  the  action  that  was  being  brought 
by  Kembert  against  Traders. 

Patent  Injunction 

An  interlocutory  injunction  in  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  July  1  was  granted 

to  J.  R.  Geigy,  S.A.,  Basle,  restraining 
Inter-Continental  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd., 
Poland  Street,  London,  W.2,  from  in- 


fringing a  patent  relating  to  the  drug 
phenylbutazone.  The  London  company 
contested  the  application.  The  judge 
said  the  patent  was  granted  fifteen 
years  ago  and  its  validity  had  not 
been  questioned.  The  defendants  con- 
tended that,  in  anticipation  of  its  ex- 
piry, they  had  obtained  supplies  of 
phenylbutazone  tablets  and  offered 
them  for  sale  at  a  loss.  The  tablets 
had  come  from  British  chemists  who, 
they  believed,  were  customers  of  Geigy. 
The  plaintiffs  contended  that  they  had 
tested  tablets  supplied  by  the  defend- 
ants and  found  that  the  red  coating 
contained  a  different  dye  from  the  one 
they  used.  The  judge  said  it  was  pos- 
sible that  there  had  been  a  failure  to 
observe  the  plaintiffs'  manufacturing 
instructions,  or  that  a  different  mate- 
rial had  been  imposed  on  the  supplies 
the  defendants  had  obtained.  The  an- 
swer could  only  be  determined  at  the 
trial  of  a  pending  action  over  the 
drug.  Meanwhile,  the  drug  supplied 
by  the  defendants  could  not  be  identi- 
fied as  the  plaintiffs'  and  he  would 
grant  the  injunction. — Inter-Continen- 
tal Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  have  since 
indicated  that  they  are  going  to  appeal 
against  the  injunction. 

Tetracycline:  Contempt  Alleged 

In  the  High  Court  on  July  7,  D.D.S.A. 
Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  York  Street, 
London,  W.l,  asked  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd- 
Jacob  to  order  sequestration  of  Pfizer 
Corporation  property  for  alleged  con- 
tempt of  court  in  a  circular  to  chem- 
ists. They  also  asked  for  injunctions 
against  Pfizer,  Ltd.,  Sandwich,  Kent, 
and  Pfizer  Corporation,  its  American 
parent  company,  restraining  publica- 
tion of  malicious  falsehood.  The  Pfizer 
companies  denied  malicious  falsehood 
and  contested  the  application.  Mr.  P. 
Graham,  for  Messrs.  D.D.S.A.,  said 
the  application  concerned  patents  on 
tetracycline.  In  previous  litigation, 
which  was  continuing  to  the  House  of 
Lords,  Messrs.  Pfizer  had  contested  the 
right  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  in- 
vite tenders  for  supplying  tetracycline 
for  use  in  the  National  Health  Service. 
D.D.S.A.  had  decided  to  make  tetra- 
cycline available  at  a  fraction  of  its 
cost  from  Pfizer.  They  had  imported 
tetracycline  for  supply  to  the  Ministry 
and  wholesale  or  retail  chemists  and 
druggists.  On  being  sued  for  alleged 
infringement  of  patent  they  had 
applied  for  a  compulsory  licence  under 
Messrs.  Pfizer's  patent.  D.D.S.A., 
through  a  subsidiary  (Chelsea  Drug 
and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.),  had  sold  tetra- 
cycline without  difficulty  until  six  or 
seven  weeks  ago,  when  customers 
started  returning  consignments.  Then 
a  letter  from  a  solicitor  to  a  wholesale 
druggist  enclosing  a  circular  of  May  1, 
1964,  issued  by  Pfizer,  Ltd.,  was  re- 
ceived. The  circular  stated  that  Chelsea's 
supplies  had  come  through  D.D.S.A. 
from  the  Polish  organisation  Polfa. 
None  was  licensed  by  Messrs.  Pfizer 
to  make  or  sell  tetracycline.  Pfizer 
had  commenced  proceedings  against 
D.D.S.A.  for  infringement  of  patent, 
and  a  similar  action  brought  against 
another  unlicensed  supplier  had  re- 
cently been  concluded  in  Messrs. 
Pfizer's  favour.  Mr.  Graham  submit- 
ted that  the  circular  was  false  and 


misleading  and  calculated  to  nullify  the 
effect  of  a  High  Court  decision  in 
October  1963,  when  the  judge  refused 
to  restrain  D.D.S.A.  from  selling  tetra- 
cycline until  judgment  in  the  infringe- 
ment action.  It  suggested,  among  other 
things,  that  D.D.S.A.  had  no  defence, 
and  that  their  supplies  came  from  be- 
hind the  Iron  Curtain.  Mr.  Frank 
Goulding  (a  director  of  Pfizer.  Ltd.), 
stated  in  an  affidavit  that  publication 
of  the  letter  was  not  intended  to  nullify 
the  judgment.  The  company  only 
wished  to  see  that  the  full  facts  were 
made  known. 

The  case  was  still  in  progress  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press.

Steps  to  Promote  a  Merger

Sir, — May  I  take  exception  to  a 
phrase  used  by  Xrayser  in  last  week's 
issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  ?

As  one 
who  spoke  in  the  Council  debate  and 
voted  against  the  retention  of  the  one- 
year  apprenticeship  before  going  to 
college,  I  resent  the  implication  that  I 
had  some  hidden  and  less  reputable 
motive  than  the  advancement  of  phar- 
macy as  a  profession.  That  was  my 
only  motive.  I  do  not  believe  that  a 
profession  can  be  linked  to  a  system  of 
apprenticeship,  and  if  it  were  believed 
that  pharmacy  is  a  trade,  then  an  ap- 
prenticeship shorter  by  many  years 
than  that  of  any  other  trade  would 
make  a  mockery  of  pharmacy.  To  em- 
ploy both  apprentice  and  post-graduate 
training  is  to  beg  the  question  and  get 
the  worst  of  both  worlds.  This  is  to 
convince  you,  Xrayser,  of  my  motives. 
Argue  against  them  if  you  will;  that  is 
your  democratic  right.  But  do  not 
impute  to  me  less  honourable  motives. 
I  am  sure  I  speak  for  the  rest  of  my 
colleagues  on  Council,  as  well  as  for 
myself.  You  have  been  guilty  of  a 
most  unworthy  smear.

Effects  of  a  Conference  Decision 

Sir,  —  I  cannot  help  wondering  if 
the  conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  representatives  in  London 
on  July  1  appreciated  the  implications 
of  its  rejection  of  a  method  of  aver- 
aging for  each  of  the  three  prescrip- 
tion groups  for  the  1964  retrospective 
payments.  I  believe  that  the  confer- 
ence made  a  mistake  in  demanding  full 


pricing  for  all  1964  prescriptions,  since 
that  must  result  in  : — 

1.  The  retrospective  payment  for 
1964  being  delayed  until  at  least 
the  middle  of  1965. 

2.  Major  disruption  of  pricing  pro- 
cedure, causing  delay  in  the 
receipt  of  our  normal  monthly 
cheques. 

3.  The  possibility  of  the  small  con- 
tractor with  a  high  average  drug 
cost  having  been  overpaid — with 
the  consequent  problems. 

Common  sense  and  logic  must  pre- 
vail, and  I  hope  the  contractors' 
committee  will  not  take  action  on  the 
decision  without  giving  the  matter 
serious  thought.  I  was  sorry  to  hear 
Mr.  Moss  say  that  this  was  to  be  his 
last  year  as  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee. Whilst  this  award  is  a  considerable 
step  forward,  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement.  His  experience  in  lead- 
ing our  delegations  to  the  Ministry  is 
vital.  I  hope,  Mr.  Moss,  you  will 
reconsider  your  decision.

Two  Qualifications 

Sir, — May  I  say  how  delighted  I  was 
when  Mr.  Sparshott,  who  is,  of  course. 
Messrs.  Boots'  superintendent  pharma- 
cist, nearly  topped  the  poll,  and  at  the 
first  Council  meeting  sailed  into  the 
fray  and  denounced  the  attempt  to 
abolish     pre-graduate    training.  Mr. 


Sparshott  would  probably  owe  his  suc- 
cess to  the  votes  of  all  Boots  pharma- 
cists plus  many  like  myself  wno  were 
trained  by  that  organisation  but  who 
decided  to  branch  out  on  our  own 
account  in  retail  business.  Of  the 
latter,  I  am  sure  90  per  cent,  would 
agree  that  the  pre-graduate  training  re- 
ceived has  been  of  the  greatest  value 
in  our  business  life.  (I  was  once  sent 
home  because  I  had  reported  for  duty 
in  a  soft  collar.  Unimportant?  One 
has  only  to  see  the  sloppy  dress  of 
today  to  appreciate  the  value  of  smart- 
ness in  retail  pharmacy.)  I  sincerely 
hope  many  Council  members  will  sup- 
port Mr.  Sparshott.  I  firmly  believe 
the  Society  made  a  gross  error  in 
abolishing  the  old  "  minor "  and 
"  major  "  examinations,  because  there 
are  two  kinds  of  pharmacists  (retail  and 
the  others)  and  one  does  not  need  a 
degree  to  run  a  successful  pharmacy. 
The  continued  shortage  of  retail  men 
possessing  business  acumen  today  is 
due  to  the  mistaken  policy  of  produc- 
ing psuedo-scientific  types  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  good  old  "  minor "  men 
who  always  had  their  feet  on  the 
ground.  I  suppose  it  would  be  too 
much  to  hope  that,  as  a  result  of  a 
new  outlook  in  the  Council,  we  may 
yet  see  a  return  to  two  qualifying  ex- 
aminations, one  for  retail — say  a  two 
years'  course  following  six  "  O  "  level 
passes  plus  two  years  in  a  busy  shop 
— and  the  degree  course  for  those  who 
prefer  more  "  ethical  "  work  (medical 
representatives,  hospital  workers,  etc.). 
I  can  see  no  other  way  of  filling  the 
vacancies  for  managers  and  other 
"  shop "  pharmacists,  who  are  now, 
thanks  to  the  National  Health  Service, 
assured  of  a  decent  livelihood,  if  only 
they  will  always  remember  that  their 
living  comes  from  their  customers, 
and  not  from  the  Society.

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A  Century  of  Progress  Against  Pollution 

The  one-hundredth  annual  report  (1963)  on  Alkali,  etc., 
Works,  presented  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  5s.  6d.)  by  the  Chief 
Inspectors  is  notable  on  two  counts.  First,  it  relates  to 
the  centenary  year  of  the  passing  of  the  Alkali  Act,  and 
includes  appropriately  a  survey  of  a  century  of  progress 
towards  clean  air  and  the  present-day  anti-pollution  mea- 
sures undertaken  by  organisations  and  industry,  some- 
times costing  millions  for  a  single  plant.  Readers  with 
a  historical  turn  of  mind  will  find  fascinating  material 
in  an  appendix,  which  includes  an  account  of  the  early 
history  of  the  Act  and  of  the  inspectorate.  No  less  than 
three  manufacturers  registered  in  the  first  year  of  the 
operation  of  the  Act  (Harrison,  Blair  &  Co.,  Bolton ; 
Chance  Bros.  &  Co.,  Oldbury ;  and  Holland  Bank 
Alkali  Works,  Church)  have  been  continuously  regis- 
tered ever  since,  though  two  of  them  have  undergone 
changes  of  title. 

Secondly  the  report  reflects  the  efforts  the  industry 
makes  "  to  be  as  good  a  neighbour  as  circumstances 
permit."  Over  the  years  the  powers  of  the  alkali  inspec- 
tors have  increased,  and  their  problems  have  become 
more  and  more  complicated,  but  in  this  centenary  year 
the  chemical  industry  may  fairly  pay  tribute  to  the  in- 
spectorate's co-operation  and  helpful  attitude  since  it 
was  inaugurated — a  co-operation  between  industry  and 
officiate  that  is  only  underlined  by  a  reference  in  the 
report  to  a  small  list  of  infractions  in  one  group,  and  by 
the  comment  that  "in  all  cases  formal  notification  of 
the  infraction  was  made  by  the  inspector  and  remedies 
applied,  so  that  there  was  no  need  to  institute  pro- 
ceedings." 

On  a  less  formal  but  amusing  level  one  might  even 
regard  as  noteworthy  another  reference  in  the  report. 
The  compilers  have  coined  the  term  "  tom-cat  pre- 
cursors "  and  used  it  in  an  explanation  of  the  mystery 
of  a  "  cat  smell "  reported  from  Tees-side  —  a  matter 
that  can  now,  says  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector,  be  writ- 
ten off.  "  The  tracking  down  of  this  smell  was  an  inter- 
esting piece  of  chemical  detective  work,  the  smell  not 
being  associated  with  any  particular  part  of  the  river  or 
immediately  attributable  to  any  specific  operation." 
Cause  of  the  smell  was  found  to  be  tripartite,  with 
aqueous  industrial  effluent,  the  already  polluted  River 
Tees,  and  the  weather  jointly  responsible.  The  aqueous 
effluent,  from  an  acetone  process  operated  in  the  area, 
was  colourless,  almost  odourless  "  and  for  practical 
purposes,  save  discharge  to  a  deoxygenated  river,  harm- 


less." But  it  contained  an  unsaturated  organic  com- 
pound, mesityl  oxide,  and  perhaps  related  compounds 
which,  "  although  harmless  in  themselves  .  .  .  are  yet 
potential  offenders ;  they  are  the  tom-cat  precursors." 
The  part  played  by  the  Tees  was  that,  in  certain  weather 
conditions,  dissolved  sulphates  in  the  water  of  the  river 
were  converted  by  anaerobic  bacteria  into  hydrogen  sul- 
phide, which  "  adds  itself  on  to  the  unsaturated  carbon 
linkage  of  the  mesityl  oxide  to  produce  the  substance 
having  the  requisite  tom-cat  bouquet,  unbelievably  small 
amounts  of  which  can  pervade  the  entire  area."  Once 
the  precursor  was  established  the  remedy  was  straight- 
forward, namely  to  chlorinate  the  aqueous  effluent.  "  In 
the  process  of  chlorination,  chlorine  atoms  add  them- 
selves to  the  critical  unsaturated  carbon  linkage  and, 
however  much  hydrogen  sulphide  may  be  present  in  the 
river,  the  one-time  tom-cat  precursor  remains  inert  and 
unresponsive."  There  is  little  to  add  to  that  story  except 
the  Inspector's  final  line:  "The  cost  of  the  chlorination 
treatment  plant  was  about  £55,000." 

Independents  All  But  Unrepresented 

The  National  Economic  Development  Council  (Neddy), 
in  choosing  its  committee  members  recently  to  investi- 
gate economic  development  in  the  distributive  trades, 
appears  to  be  strangely  unaware  that  most  of  Britain's 
retail  trade  still  goes  through  the  hands  of  independent 
traders.  Among  the  fourteen  members  selected  for  the 
committee  are  Mr.  O.  B.  Miller  (chairman  of  the  John 
Lewis  Partnership),  who  can  speak  for  the  big  stores 
organised  in  the  Retail  Distributors'  Association ;  Lord 
Sainsbury,  representing  the  Multiple  Shops  Federation ; 
and  Mr.  L.  Cooke  (chairman  of  the  Co-operative  Whole- 
sale Society). 

There  are  also  assorted  "  Neddy,"  Board  of  Trade, 
and  consumer  advisory  experts ;  an  Oxford  scholar ; 
representatives  of  four  trade  unions  (the  clerks,  trans- 
port workers,  general  and  municipal  workers  and  shop- 
workers);  a  bacon  company  director  and  a  financier. 
Sole  representative  of  Britain's  400,000  independent 
traders  is  car  dealer  Leonard  Bloomfield  (chairman  of 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade).  Of  the  fourteen  the 
only  one  known  ever  to  have  worked  behind  counters  in 
the  conventional  way  is  Mr.  A.  W.  Allan,  the  general 
secretary  of  the  shopworkers'  union,  who,  a  long  time 
ago,  was  a  grocery  assistant  in  Bristol. 

Charged  as  the  Committee  is  with  examining  the 
performance  and  prospects  of  the  distributive  industry, 
assessing  its  growth  in  relation  to  the  national  growth 
rate,  and  recommending  ways  of  improving  its  effi- 
ciency, it  will  of  course  need  formidable  research  capa- 
bilities such  as  Mr.  Miller's,  Lord  Sainsbury's,  Mr. 
Bloomfield's,  and  Mr.  Allan's  organisations  will  be  able 
to  provide.  But  if  it  is  ever  to  become  more  than  a 
talking  shop  and  above  all  if  it  is  to  deal  as  fairly  with 
the  independent  shopkeeper  as  with  the  stores  and  the 
multiples,  it  will  need  some  direct  representation  by  real 
live  traders  owning  their  own  businesses.

PRE-GRADUATE  PRACTICAL  TRAINING  TO  END 

Negative  result  from  Mr.  Sparshott's  "  test  of  Council's  feelings  " 


AFTER  having  given  prior  notice  of  his  intention 
Z\  (C.  &  D.,  June  1 3,  p.  599)  to  test  the  feelings  of  the 
*  Council  on  the  subject  of  pre-graduate  practical 
training,  Mr.  Donald  Sparshott  moved  at  a  meeting  of 
Council  held  in  London  on  June  30  and  July  1  a  resolution 
urging  reconsideration  of  the  matter.  He  hoped  the  conces- 
sion which  permitted  training  to  be  taken  before  graduation 
would  be  continued  for  the  next  five  years.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Howells  and  discussed  by  the  Coun- 
cil. On  a  vote  being  taken  the  motion  was  defeated. 

International  Federation  Subscriptions 

The  Society's  delegates  to  the  general  assembly  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  in  discussions 
upon  the  agenda  of  the  meeting  due  to  begin  on  Sep- 
tember 7  in  Amsterdam,  had  considered  the  proposal  to 
raise  subscriptions  of  national  societies  and  individual  phar- 
macists (present  rates  were  fixed  in  1952).  The  Council 
accepted  the  need  for  increased  subscriptions  and  agreed 
that  the  Society's  subscription  should  become  £750. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  gave  an  outline  of  the  events  that 
had  led  up  to  the  presentation  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and 
the  Council  agreed  with  the  action  which  the  Society's 
officers  had  taken  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  who  was  re-elected  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee  for  the  year,  presented  the  Com- 
mittee's minutes.  Four  persons  were  reported  to  have 
registered  as  "  student "  during  June,  making  144  registra- 
tions to  date,  against  243  for  the  corresponding  period  of 

1963.  The  Committee  had  been  reminded  that  the  practical 
examinations  in  the  Entrance  examination  were  held  only 
at  the  Society's  laboratories  in  Edinburgh.  Candidates  sat 
the  theory  examinations  at  the  school  in  which  they  re- 
ceived instruction.  The  typhoid  epidemic  had  made  it 
difficult  for  candidates  from  the  school  in  Aberdeen  to 
obtain  accommodation  in  Edinburgh;  emergency  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  for  those  candidates  to  sit  the  practi- 
cal examinations  in  Aberdeen. 

Both  the  theory  and  practical  summer  1964  examinations 
had  been  completed  in  June,  and  the  new  arrangements 
for  conducting  the  examinations  in  the  schools  of  pharmacy 
had  been  satisfactory.  The  meeting  to  award  results  in  the 
summer  examination  would  be  held  on  July  9,  results  being 
posted  to  the  candidates  on  or  about  July  16. 

There  were  no  entries  for  the  Scholarships  examination, 

1964.  Members  of  the  awarding  committee  nominated  in  the 
Hanbury  Memorial  Medal  trust  deed  had  agreed  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  1964  medal  should  be  awarded 
to  Professor  Dr.  Arthur  Stoll,  Basle,  Switzerland,  for  his 
work  on  the  chemistry  of  natural  products. 

No  Concessions  for  Referred  Entrants 

In  previous  years  the  Committee  had  considered  at  its 
July  meeting  concessions  from  the  examinations  regulations 
and  from  by-laws,  section  XX  (4).  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that  undergraduates  unsuccessful  in  one  or  more 
subjects  of  the  Part  I  degree  examination  should  not  be 
allowed  to  commence  a  valid  period  of  practical  training. 

Fifty-two  applications  had  been  received  from  pharma- 
cists and  students  for  research  scholarships  and  educa- 
tional grants,  1964-65.  The  Committee  recommended  that 
the  president,  Miss  Burr,  and  Dr.  Capper  should  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  on  the  adjudicating  committees  to  award 
the  Wellcome  Pharmaceutical  Research  and  Society's  Re- 
search scholarships  and  educational  grants  awarded  by 
the  Society.  Those  committees  would  meet  early  in  August 
to  consider  applications. 


Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  minutes  were  presented 
by  Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  who  had  been  re-elected  Chairman 
for  the  year.  Grants  were  reported  made  for  specific  pur- 
poses to  one  annuitant,  one  member,  one  student,  and  the 
widow  of  a  member.  It  was  recommended  that  the  widow 
of  another  member  should  be  helped  to  purchase  the  free- 
hold of  her  house,  it  being  understood  that  an  approach  was 
also  being  made  to  the  N.P.U.  Distress  Fund.  The  grants 
made  totalled  just  over  £1,800. 

A  legacy  of  £100  had  been  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  L.  W.  Lester,  M.P.S.,  St.  Albans.  The  chairman 
felt  sure  the  Council  would  be  most  gratified  by  a  dona- 
tion of  £1,000  for  the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund  from  those 
concerned  with  the  winding-up  of  the  Chemists  Federation. 
The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Organisation  Committee, 
Mr.  Allen  Aldington  presented  its  minutes.  The  Com- 
mittee had  received  and  discussed  a  summary  of  the  report 
on  the  man-power  position  in  pharmacy,  b'ased  on  a  study 
made  by  the  Economist  Intelligence  Unit.  It  was  proposed 
to  publish  a  summary  of  the  report  at  a  later  date,  and 
to  discuss  it  during  the  professional  session  of  the  Edin- 
burgh meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 
The  Committee  had  considered  the  setting  up  of  special 
membership  groups  of  the  Society's  members  in  accordance 
with  by-law  XVII.  The  constitution  of  each  group  would 
be  considered  separately  in  the  light  of  its  interests  and 
activities. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  Steinman)  having  been  re- 
elected Chairman  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes 
Committee,  reported  that  the  Conference  London  Com- 
mitte,  1963,  had  decided  to  hand  over  to  the  Society  the 
balance  of  their  funds  (about  £264)  after  settling  all  ac- 
counts for  the  1963  centenary  meeting.  A  letter  of  thanks 
was  being  sent  to  the  London  Committee.  The  Committee 
decided  that  the  investment  subcommittee  for  the  year 
should  be  the  president,  vice-president,  treasurer,  chairman 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  and  one  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  by 
rotation  at  each  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  meeting  of  the  Practice  Committee  were 
prsented  by  its  re-elected  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset. 

The  following  persons  were  recommended  as  members 
of  subcommittees  until  July  1965:  General  Practice:  Messrs. 
Grosset  (chairman),  Aldington,  Darling,  Jenkins,  Kerr, 
Sparshott,  Steinman  and  Tristram,  together  with  Messrs.

T.  D.  Clarke,  W.  Mott,  G.  Raine,  A.  Roxburgh  and  C.  C. 
Stevens.  Veterinary  and  Agricultural:  Dr.  Lane-Petter  (chair- 
man), Messrs.  Holland,  Jenkins  and  Sparshott,  together 
with  Messrs.  N.  Davidson,  B.  Forder,  D.  Hey,  G.  H.

The  Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  had  been 
asked  to  prepare  a  draft  memorandum  on  containers. 

Publications  Committee 

The  minutes  of  the  Publications  Committee  presented  by 
Mr.  Tristram,  who  had  been  elected  Chairman,  recorded 
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that  sales  of  the  Codex  to  the  end  of  May  1964  exceeded 
20,000  (about  1,000  more  than  of  the  1959  Codex  at  a 
comparable  stage).  Publication  date  of  the  next  edition  of 
the  British  Veterinary  Codex  had  been  scheduled  for  Sep- 
tember 1965.  The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  elected  Chairman  of  the  Law 
Committee  for  the  year,  presented  its  minutes.  During 
May  inspectors  and  agents  of  the  Society  had  visited  the 
premises  of  666  authorised  sellers  and  338  traders.  Author- 
ity was  sought  to  institute  proceedings  against  one  author- 
ised seller  and  it  was  recommended  that  warning  letters 
should  be  sent  to  three  traders.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended publication  of  a  concise  statement  (see  p.  25)  of  the 
conditions  under  which  sales  of  strychnine  were  legally  per- 
mitted. The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Darling,  elected  Chairman  of  the  Ethical 
Committee,  said  the  Committee  asked  for  their  thanks 
to  be  conveyed  to  Mr.  Tristram  for  his  past  services  as 
chairman.  Five  cases  of  infringements  of  advertising  stan- 
dards had  been  examined.  Letters  of  explanation  from  the 
superintendents  of  two  corporate  bodies  had  been  accepted. 
The  Committee  agreed  that  the  superintendent  of  another 
company  should  be  informed  that  the  publicity  which  was 
the  subject  of  the  inquiry  should  not  be  repeated.  The 
pharmacist  director  of  a  fourth  company  had  not  accepted 
the  Council's  ruling  that  the  printing  of  hours  of  service 
on  counter  bags  constituted  advertising,  and  the  Committee 
asked  for  a  further  letter  to  be  sent  reaffirming  the  ruling. 
A  report  was  sought  for  the  next  meeting  on  the  sixth 
case.  A  member  had  asked  for  the  Society's  views  on  the 
conversion  of  his  pharmacy  into  a  drug  store  during  further 
development  of  a  residential  area,  so  that  he  might  take 
temporary  employment  elsewhere  but  retain  the  ownership, 
the  pharmacy  not  being  yet  an  economic  proposition.  The 
proposal  was  ruled  unacceptable. 

The  minutes  of  the  History  of  Pharmacy  Committee 
recorded  that  provisional  arrangements  had  been  made 
for  the  meeting  in  London,  September  1-8,  1965,  of  the 
congress  of  the  Internationale  Gesellschaft  fur  Geschichte 
der  Pharmazie.  There  would  be  an  evening  function  in 
the  Society's  house  and  meetings  would  be  held  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  University  of  London.  At  least  200 
persons  were  expected  to  attend  the  congress.  Messrs. 
Randall  &  Wilson,  Ringwood,  Hants,  had  presented  to  the 
Society's  historical  collection  twenty-eight  old  proprietary 
medicines,  three  animal  remedies  and  sixteen  other  items. 
The  London  County  Pharmaceutical  Association  had 
offered,  and  it  was  agreed  to  accept,  minute  books  of  the 
Association  from  1912  to  1938. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman  had  prepared  a  note  on  a  collection 
of  invoices  that  had  come  into  his  possession.  Mr.  Chapman 
had  offered  the  collection  to  the  Council,  and  the  Com- 
mittee asked  for  the  collection  to  be  added  to  the  Society's 
historical  collection. 

The  Council  asked  that  its  congratulations  should  be 
conveyed  to  Messrs.  T.  Driscoll,  M.P.S.  (head  pharmacist, 
medical  department  (naval),  Ministry  of  Defence)  and  M. 
Love,  M.P.S.  (pharmacist,  Scottish  Home  and  Health  De- 
partment), who  had  been  appointed  the  M.B.E.  in  the 
recent  Birthday  Honours  list. 

NEW  FILMS 

"  Triumph  of  Research  " 

Agricultural  division,  Merck  Sharp  &  Dohme,  Ltd., 
Hoddesdon,  Herts.  16-mm.  Colour.  Sound.  Running 
time  28  minutes. 

The  film  spotlights  parasitic  worm  infestations  of  sheep  and 
the  major  part  played  by  the  company's  veterinary  speciality 
Thibenzole  (thiabendazole) — outcome  of  research  in  its  lab- 
oratories^— in  minimising  their  effects.  Made  mainly  in 
Australia,  the  film  identifies  the  various  species  and  illus- 
strates  their  control.  It  includes  some  remarkable  shots  of 
the  worms  inside  and  outside  the  body,  shows  the  story  of 
the  roundworm  life  cycle  (production  of  eggs  in  gut,  excre- 


tion on  to  pasture,  development  into  infective  larvae,  inges- 
tion and  growth  of  larvae  into  adult  worms  in  the  stomach, 
and  production  of  new  eggs  to  continue  the  cycle).  Sequences 
illustrate  the  manner  in  which  the  parasites  interfere  with 
health  and  growth,  so  reducing  farmers'  profits.  The  film 
won  an  award  at  the  International  Veterinary  Congress, 
1962.

at  37  Abbey  Road,  St.  John's  Wood,  the  works  of  three 
artists.  One,  a  dentist's  wife,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Miller,  records 
portraits  and  landscapes  from  Italy,  Hong  Kong  and  Austra- 
lia, places  seen  on  her  extensive  travels.  Something  of  an 
innovator,  Mrs.  Miller  is  experimenting  with  plastic  paints 
said  to  be  non-fading.  The  other  two  artists,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
M.  Wasif,  show  mainly  abstEact  paintings.  One  that  is  a 
special  favourite  of  Mr.  Green  is  not  for  sale.  It  is  an 
allegory  by  Mrs.  Wasif,  representing  pharmacy  as  an  emaci- 
ated Indian  peasant,  toiling  away  with  his  equally  emaciated 
oxen  on  a  barren  soil  under  a  sweltering  sun.

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Pharmaceutical  Committees  Conference 

DISCUSSIONS  LEADING  TO  AN  ACCEPTANCE  OF  OFFER 


AS  reported  last  week  (p.  1)  the  con- 
ference of  representatives  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  on  July  1  voted 
acceptance  of  the  Minister's  offer  of 
new  levels  of  administration. 

The  conference  lost  little  time  in 
getting  down  to  the  task  of  consider- 
ing them.  After  the  briefest  of  wel- 
comes the  Chairman  (Mr.  H.  G. 
Moss),  proceeded  to  fill  in  the  gaps 
in  the  documents  members  had  been 
provided  with  before  coming  to  the 
conference.  The  first  breakthrough  for 
the  negotiators,  he  said,  had  come  on 
April  20,  when  the  Minister  of  Health 
accepted  the  A.I.C.  report  on  chem- 
ists' outgoings,  though  with  reserva- 
tions on  other  matters.  On  April  24 
the  Minister  was  still  hostile  to  any 
backdating  of  increased  remuneration. 
In  a  personal  encounter  on  April  28  the 
contractors'  representatives  had  found 
much  in  the  Minister's  approach  to 
attack  and  had  attacked.  The  Minister 
seemed  then  to  have  decided  arbitrarily 
upon  his  endpoint  and  arranged  his 
offer  to  fit.  That  approach  had  been  re- 
jected by  the  deputation  as  being  in 
conflict  with  earlier  assurances  by  the 
Minister.  The  Ministerial  side,  said  Mr. 
Moss,  had  been  visibly  shaken  by  the 
contractors'  firmness,  had  referred  the 
whole  matter  to  the  Treasury,  and 
had  come  forward  with  a  new  offer. 
Mr.  Moss  said  he  was  certain  that 
the  Minister  was  in  no  circumstances 
prepared  to  negotiate  oncost  on  a 
percentage  basis.  Summarising  the 
situation,  he  said  that  that  part  of  the 
claim  which  concerned  chemists'  out- 
goings, overheads  and  salary  payments 
had  been  accepted  in  full,  as  had  the 
A.I.C.  recommendations.  On  profit  mar- 
gins the  offer  was  less  by  £3  millions 
than  the  claim,  and  the  A.I.C.  find- 
ings had  been  accepted  as  the  basis 
for  future  changes  in  remuneration. 
There  was  now  a  basis  for  keeping 
remuneration  under  review,  and  that 
would  make  restrospection  a  matter 
of  less  importance  and  therefore  less 
likely  to  result  in  endless  arguments 
with  the  Minister.  He  expected  the 
reviews  would  be  about  annual,  but 
there  would  also  be  informal  meetings 
every  three  or  four  months  to  discuss 
day-to-day  points.  The  Contractors' 
Committee  recommended  acceptance 
and  adopted  the  resolution  tabled  by 
South  Shields  as  employing  the  Com- 
mittee's attitude. 

Praise  for  Negotiating  Committee 

Moving  the  resolution  (see  C.  &  D., 
July  4,  p.  1),  Mr.  W.  M.  Darling  said 
members  were  seeing  that  afternoon 
the  outcome  of  many  months  of  ster- 
ling work  by  the  Committee,  assisted 
by  individual  propaganda  efforts  by 
contractors  themselves.  Mr.  A.  Barber, 
too,  deserved  compliments  as  a  Mini- 
ster ready  to  meet  the  negotiators  in 
person  and  make  a  genuine  effort  to 
understand  their  viewpoint.  In  the  offer 
there  were  three  points  of  concern 
[the  points  of  relative  unfairness  to  the 
small  contractor,  inadequate  provision 
for  back-dating  the  increases,  and  un- 


certainty about  the  procedure  for 
future  reviews].  The  high  average  drug 
cost  of  the  small  contractor,  he  said, 
involved  for  him  in  the  terms  what 
almost  amounted  to  a  twopence  cut  in 
his  remuneration.  Contractors  should 
not  be  made  to  pay  for  protracted  dis- 
cussions. And  a  concrete  review  proce- 
dure should  be  negotiated.  He  hoped 
the  new  settlement  would  be  looked 
upon  as  a  jumping-off  point  for  better 
conditions. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Dyer,  West  Hartlepool, 
having  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Moss 
said  he  would  prefer  the  situation  of 
the  small  contractor  to  be  discussed 
when  Appendix  4  came  to  be  con- 
sidered. He  also  ruled  that  East- 
bourne's motion  calling  for  rejection 
of  the  offer  could,  being  a  direct  nega- 
tive of  the  one  before  the  meeting,  be 
discussed  at  the  same  time  as  the  sub- 
stantive motion. 

Arguments  Against  Acceptance 

Mr.  H.  J.  Seath,  Eastbourne,  there- 
fore put  his  Branch's  arguments  against 
acceptance.  He  said  Mr.  Darling  had 
shown  what  they  were.  The  figures  ob- 
tained by  the  A.I.C.  represented  actual 
costs.  But  the  small  contractors,  who 
in  1961  numbered  one-quarter  of  all, 
could  not  buy  on  such  favourable 
terms  as  the  larger.  Eastbourne  also 
objected  to  the  "  take-it-or-leave-it  " 
manner  in  which  the  offer  had  been 
put  across  by  the  Ministry,  which 
smacked  of  totalitarianism.  What  his 
members  wanted  was  either  a  just 
profit,  or  a  fair  fee  based  on  costs,  or 
a  professional  fee.  The  retrospection 
proposals  were  wholly  inadequate, 
though  he  did  not  doubt  Mr.  Moss's 
statement  that  the  Minister  insisted  that 
thev  were  irreducible. 

Mr.  G.  Urwin,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  said  that  after  years  of  provid- 
ing first-class  service  pharmacists  were 
being  pilloried  in  Press  and  Parlia- 
ment, and  were  now  getting  less  than 
half  their  entitlement.  Oncost  was  vir- 
tually being  abolished,  for  13|  per 
cent,  was  an  impossible  basis,  yet  he 
would  be  a  foolish  pharmacist  who 
would  forecast  an  end  of  oncost  cuts. 
There  were  possibly  three  things  to 
do — to  press  the  Minister  for  a  fur- 
ther increase;  to  call  for  an  additional 
payment  to  the  small  contractor;  or  to 
obtain  a  freer  hand  in  dispensing 
original  packs.  Manufacturers,  he 
believed,  could  offer  "  standard " 
packs  at  proportionately  the  same  rate 
as  the  larger  packs.  Chemists  could  re- 
duce their  stocks  and  that  would  end 
talk  of  "hidden  profit."  They  must 
now  prepare  a  blueprint  for  further 
action  and  the  contractors'  committee 
must  be  in  a  position  to  call  upon  all 
contractors  to  withhold  their  services. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Kerr,  Newcastle,  said  the 
conference  should  accept  with  reluc- 
tance, since  everybody  needed  the 
money,  but  a  glance  at  Appendix  4 
showed  that  the  proposals  were  well 
below  the  Government's  3  per  cent, 
per  annum  recommendation  to  em- 
ployers.  While   accepting,  contractors 


could  not  regard  the  terms  as  being  just 
and  must  continue  to  ask  for  more. 

Mr.  Clive  Murray,  Staffordshire, 
wanted  contracts  to  be  made  in- 
dividual between  contractor  and  Minis- 
try and  called  for  the  abolition  of  the 
one-mile  limit  in  rural  areas. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Knibb,  Durham,  said 
chemists  had  been  used  as  pawns  in  a 
political  game.  They  should  accept  and 
then  start  to  fight  again. 

It  was  too  late  to  argue  about  the 
amount,  said  Mr.  D.  A.  McC.  Todd, 
Leicestershire  and  Rutland,  but  there 
should  be  some  built-in  guarantee  that 
the  5|d.  oncost  was  not  fixed  for  all 
time.  All  remuneration  should  be  tied 
to  the  standard  of  living,  and  the  pre- 
sent pre-election  period  was  not  a  bad 
time  to  argue  further.  He  recommended 
conditional  acceptance  only. 

Replying  to  points  raised  Mr.  Moss 
said  the  negotiators  had  separated  out- 
goings from  overheads.  So  the  oncost 
was  down  but  the  fee  up.  The  possi- 
bility of  "another  1961"  was  now 
almost  non-existent.  The  offer  was  not, 
as  alleged,  in  hundredths  of  a  penny, 
but  it  had  to  be  translated  into  detailed 
amounts. 

Application  of  the  Award 

The  South  Shields  motion  was,  as 
already  stated,  approved  with  only  four 
dissentients;  and  the  meeting  passed  to 
Appendix  4,  which  dealt  with  the  ways 
in  which  various  groups  of  contractors 
would  be  better  off  under  the  proposals 
than  under  existing  arrangements.  Mr. 
MOSS  said  it  had  been  represented  that 
the  small  contractors  would  benefit 
least  by  the  new  payments,  but  in 
part  that  was  the  result  of  the  "  differ- 
ential "  oncost  rate  which  had  been 
imposed  by  the  Ministry  and  never 
accepted  by  the  contractors.  There  had 
been  an  overall  cut  in  1961  but  the 
lowest  group  had  in  fact  gained  an 
increase.  To  compare  on  that  basis 
was  therefore  wrong.  Many  of  the 
"  small  "  contractors  were  not  in  rural 
areas  but  in  the  town  centres,  where 
they  would  not  expect  a  substantial 
dispensing  business.  The  Committee 
intended  to  press  for  the  abolition  of 
the  mile  limit,  as  it  was  convinced 
that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  all  con- 
tractors that  pharmacists  in  rural 
areas  should  continue  in  business.  Dis- 
cussions had  already  taken  place  about 
the  possibility  of  subsidising  them.  One 
of  the  problems  was  how  to  define  a 
rural  area.  However,  it  was  likely  that 
a  more  satisfactory  solution  than  by 
the  differential  could  be  found. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Summers,  Somerset,  said 
that  for  pharmacists  dispensing  fewer 
than  1,100  prescriptions  per  month  a 
cut  of  111  to  7  per  cent,  was  involved. 
He  calculated  that  the  small  contrac- 
tor's gain  would  be  £3  16s.  per  month, 
against  a  gain  of  £141  4s.  6d.  for  the 
largest.  That  disparity  was  due  to  the 
low  oncost  allowance.  The  only  hope 
of  the  small  contractor  was  that  the 
distribution  of  the  award  should  be 
related  to  the  profit  and  loss  figures 
for  each  group. 
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Mr.  Mitchell  Jackson  said  that, 
while  the  differential  system  of  1961 
had  been  iniquitous,  some  averaging 
out  on  the  basis  of  relative  town  and 
country  costs  should  be  considered. 

Any  contributions  chemists  were 
called  upon  to  make  towards  support- 
ing rural  pharmacists  should,  said  Mr. 
Kerr,  Newcastle,  be  supplemented  by 
Government,  money.  Mr.  Hendra. 
Cornwall,  thought  that  any  subsidy 
should  come  wholly  from  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Hebron,  Cheshire, 
thought  confusion  was  arising  from 
the  interpretation  of  "  oncost,"  which 
was  now  on  a  different  basis  and 
needed  a  new  description. 

Mr.  A.  J.  C.  Bull,  Hampshire, 
thought  the  whole  of  the  discussion  on 
Appendix  4  should  be  held  over  for 
twelve  months  to  enable  the  outcome 
of  the  mile-limit  negotiations  to  be- 
come known. 

Mr.  Todd  said  his  Committee 
agreed  with  the  Appendix  4  alloca- 
tion, but  the  matter  bordered  on  the 
professional  and  would  best  be  dealt 
with  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (for 
example  by  an  inquiry  into  the  number 
and  distribution  of  pharmacies). 

Mr.  M.  Gordon,  Leeds,  suggested 
that  the  A.I.C.  figures  should  be  re- 
examined. More  figures  were  needed  to 
show  whether  there  was  a  differential 
between  large  and  small  contractors. 
Mr.  Moss  replied  that  there  was  no 
problem  where  pharmacies  were  dis- 
pensing from  3 — 5.000  prescriptions  a 
month.  The  problem  arose  only  where 
less  than  1,000  prescriptions  were  dealt 
with  each  month.  The  A.I.C.  figures 
were  Government  property  and  could 
not  be  published. 

Mr.  N.  L.  Banks,  Portsmouth,  pro- 
posed and  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  secon- 
ded a  motion  urging  that  the  Commit- 
tee should  be  asked  to  apply  for  pay- 
ment at  once.  Mr.  Moss  said  the 
matter  of  payment  had  been  discussed 
with  the  Ministry  on  the  assumption 
that  the  offer  would  be  accepted.  Diffi- 
culty arose  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
holiday  months  were  approaching.  Sep- 
tember was  probably  the  earliest  month 
at  which  payment  could  be  expected. 
For  1962  and  1963  the  problem  was 
fairly  simple,  only  a  simple  multiplica- 
tion being  involved.  For  1964.  however, 
it  would  theoretically  be  necessary  to 
take  the  accounts  of  all  13,000  con- 
tractors to  pieces  and  recalculate  them. 
That  would  be  a  lengthy  process.  They 
had  therefore  discussed  with  the  Mini- 
stry the  possibility  of  basing  January- 
to-July  payment  on  average  net  in- 
creases on  pre-November  1961  remun- 
eration. Mr.  T.  Heseltine  said  contrac- 
tors should  be  prepared  to  wait  till 
1968,  if  necessary,  to  obtain  full  pay- 
ment. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Reynolds,  Birmingham, 
said  that  representatives  would  have  to 
confer  with  their  colleagues  before  a 
figure  based  on  averages  could  be  ac- 
cepted. 

The  meeting  decided  that  the  Com- 
mittee should  try  to  obtain  full  pricing 
and  payment. 

The  steps  leading  up  to  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  to  apply  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus  to  compel  Brecon  Executive 
Council  to  carry  out  its  statutory  duties 


an  existing  underpayment  per  container 
of  0-06d.  was  small,  recent  increases  in 
charges  by  bottle  manufacturers  justi- 
fied a  claim  being  put  in  immediately. 

Oxygen 

The  results  of  a  survey  by  the  Mini- 
stry of  Health  into  the  supply  of  oxy- 
gen and  equipment  justified  a  claim  for 
increase  in  payment,  reported  Mr. 
Moss.  The  Ministry  had  made  it  clear, 
however,  that  if  better  terms  were  to 
be  given,  a  complete  service  would 
have  to  be  provided.  Lists  of  chemists 
offering  such  a  service  would  be  circu- 
lated to  doctors,  but  there  was  no 
reason  why  a  doctor  should  not  give 
oxygen  in  an  emergency.  The  bases  of 
the  claim  would  be  that  the  cost  of  the 
gas  should  be  reimbursed,  and  that  there 
should  be  increased  payment  for  equip- 
ment, it  being  assumed  to  have  a  life 
of  three  years.  Storage  and  delivery 
should  also  be  paid  for.  If  a  rental  for 
containers  were  introduced,  that  would 
be  reimbursed  but  the  principle  of 
giving  a  complete  service  was  the  im- 
portant thing  to  establish. 

Replying  to  Mr.  F.  Murley,  Hamp- 
shire, Mr.  Moss  said  that  a  twenty- 
four-hour  service  had  not  been  speci- 
fically mentioned  but  was  implied.  The 
Conference  agreed  that  the  Committee 
should  proceed  with  negotiations  as 
outlined  by  Mr.  Moss. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Moss  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Thonger,  Bir- 
mingham, Mr.  Moss  saying  in  reply 
that  it  would  probably  be  his  last  time 
in  the  chair  at  such  conferences. 

OFFICES  AND  SHOPS  ACT  REGULATIONS 

First  aid  and  sanitary  requirements 

THE  minimum  contents  of  first-aid 
boxes  that  must  be  provided  in  all 
premises  covered  by  the  Offices,  Shops 


in  dealing  with  dispensing  by  a  partner- 
ship of  doctors  in  the  Nantyglo  and 
Brynmawr  area  of  Wales  was  given  by 
the  Secretary.  Mr.  Wright  pointed  out 
that,  even  if  the  writ  were  obtained,  it 
would  not  direct  the  Executive  Council 
how  to  act.  A  writ  of  certiorari  would 
have  to  be  applied  for.  That  would 
have  the  effect  of  transferring  the  case 
from  the  local  to  the  High  Court. 

Rural-area  Dispensing 

Now  that  the  question  of  remunera- 
tion was  out  of  the  way,  continued 
Mr.  Wright,  proper  consideration  could 
be  given  to  the  problem  of  rural  dis- 
pensing. The  Committee  felt  that  it 
should  get  an  indication  of  the  amount 
of  support  there  would  be  for  a  sub- 
sidy for  rural-area  pharmacies.  Asking 
for  the  opinion  of  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Moss  suggested  that  the  first  task  was 
for  the  Committee  to  arrive  at  a  defini- 
tion of  a  rural  pharmacy.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  Committee  should  do  so.  Mr. 
R.  H.  Summers,  Somerset,  asked 
whether  the  permission  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  or  British  Medical 
Association  would  be  needed  for  the 
one-mile  limit  to  be  removed.  Mr. 
Moss,  replied  that,  although  the  Mini- 
stry had  previously  said  the  matter  was 
one  for  the  Committee  to  sort  out  with 
the  doctors,  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  now  to  approach  the 
Ministry  again.  Two  speakers  described 
difficulties  faced  by  rural  pharmacists, 
and  Mr.  Moss  said  the  examples 
showed  the  need  for  more  information. 

The  Conference  agreed  that,  although 


and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  are 
set  out  in  an  Order  issued  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Labour.  The  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  First  Aid  Order, 
1964  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  five- 
pence),  also  lays  down  the  standard 
required  of  the  trained  first-aid  person 
who  has  to  be  available  in  premises 
with  more  than  1  50  employees. 

The  requirements  about  boxes  come 
into  operation  on  December  1,  and 
those  about  training  on  September  1. 
1965. 

All  office  and  shop  premises  to 
which  the  Act  applies  must  provide  a 
first-aid  box  or  cupboard  equipped 
in  accordance  with  the  following  scale : 
Triangular  bandages  must  be  of  un- 
bleached calico,  the  longest  side  of 
which  measures  not  less  than  51  in. 
and  the  other  sides  not  less  than  36  in.

Sanitary  and  Washing  Facilities 

Two  sets  of  regulations  relate  to  the 
provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  and 
washing  facilities,  they  are  the  Sanitary 
Conveniences  Regulations,  1964  and 
the    Washing    Facilities  Regulations, 


1964  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
eightpence  each).  The  Act  lays  down 
that  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  con- 
veniences and  washing  facilities  includ- 
ing a  supply  of  hot  and  cold  or  warm 
running  water  must  be  provided  for 
employees  in  all  offices,  shops  and  rail- 
way premises  from  August  1,  1964.  The 
regulations  specify  detailed  require- 
ments which  will  come  into  operation 
on  January  1,  1966.  These  include 
scales  of  conveniences  and  wash  basins 
according  to  numbers  of  employees. 

In  premises  where  the  number  of 
persons  employed  does  not  regularly 
exceed  five  at  any  one  time  then  one 
wash  basin  and  one  water  closet  must 
be  provided.  In  other  premises  there 
must  be  provided  for  each  sex  facilities 
in  accordance  with  the  following  scale:

Statutory  Committee 

A  NAME  REMOVED  FROM  THE  REGISTER 


AFTER  a  lengthy  hearing  on  July  2, 
the  Statutory  Committee  postponed  for 
twelve  months  a  decision  in  the  case 
of  a  pharmacist  who  had  been  convicted 
and  fined  in  a  magistrates'  court  for 
selling  procaine  penicillin,  penicillin  in 
intramammary  injection  of  procaine 
penicillin  G,  and  dihydrostreptomycin, 
B.Vet.C.  (to  which  Part  II  of  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  1956,  applies) 
without  a  prescription.  Addressing  the 
Committee  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
solicitor  (Mr.  A.  C.  Castle)  said  that  in 
January  one  of  the  Society's  inspectors 
visited  the  member's  pharmacy.  He  had 
with  him  an  agent  who  went  in  with 
instructions  to  ask  for  some  tubes  of 
intramammary  penicillin. 

"  To  Focus  Attention  " 

The  agent  had  no  prescription.  He 
was  supplied  with  them,  paid  for  them 
and  left  the  premises.  Then  the  inspec- 
tor went  into  the  pharmacy  and  poin- 
ted out  to  the  pharmacist  the  offence. 
The  pharmacist  said  he  had  suspected 
that  the  agent  was  not  a  farmer  and 
had  deliberately  sold  the  tubes  without 
a  prescription  in  order  to  focus  atten- 
tion on  "  a  ludicrous  situation," 
namely  that  there  was  no  control  over 
the  use  or  sale  of  such  substances 
through  veterinary  channels,  and  that, 
as  a  result,  the  rural  pharmacist  was 
prejudiced.  After  the  inspector  had 
left,  the  pharmacist  wrote  a  longish 
letter  to  the  secretary  of  the  Society. 
In  it  he  reiterated  the  points  made  to 
the  inspector,  and  wrote  that  he  be- 
lieved rural  pharmacists  to  have  little 
status  in  the  eyes  of  the  farming  com- 
munity because  of  the  non-issuing  of 
veterinary  prescriptions.  Constant  re- 
fusals t©  supply  had  lost  many  custo- 


mers. Some,  in  order  to  obtain  what 
they  wanted  when  they  wanted  it, 
even  bought  sheep  dip  from  veterinary 
surgeons.  Mr.  Castle  said  that  in  that 
letter  the  pharmacist  was  missing  the 
point  that  he  was  contravening  the 
statute.  The  pharmacist,  he  understood, 
conducted  a  well  run  pharmacy  and 
had,  possibly  more  than  most  pharma- 
cists, a  considerable  knowledge  and 
experience  of  penicillin. 

The  pharmacist's  counsel  said  in  his 
defence  that  his  client  had  wished,  in 
what  the  Society  would  regard  as  a 
misguided  attempt,  to  direct  attention 
to  the  circumstance  that,  although  the 
product  itself  was  comparatively  harm- 
less, it  could  not,  by  contrast  with 
poisons  in  Part  A,  for  example,  of  the 
Fourth  Schedule,  be  supplied  by  a 
chemist  against  a  prescription.  He  had 
also  felt  strongly  about  the  fact  that 
unqualified  persons  employed  by  the 
veterinary  surgeons  or  practitioners 
appeared  to  be  in  the  habit  of  pro- 
viding it  to  farmers,  thereby  seeking 
their  custom.  That  he  had  made  the 
sale  for  that  motive  was  the  best  way 
of  demonstrating  that  it  was  an  iso- 
lated sale. 

Not  the  Committee's  Function 

On  resuming  after  the  committee  had 
retired,  the  Chairman  said  that  for 
any  pharmacist  deliberately  to  break 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  that  affect  pharmacists  in 
their  professional  capacity  rendered 
him  unfit  to  remain  on  the  register. 
It  had  been  submitted  that  the  phar- 
macist had  committed  the  offence  by 
way  of  protest,  but  the  Committee  did 
not  sit  to  resolve  differences  of  opinion 
of  that  kind.  No  order  was  going  to  be 


made  immediately  because  the  Com- 
mittee thought  the  matter  called  for 
further  consideration.  It  was  going  to 
postpone  its  decision  for  a  year. 

Thefts  from  Employers 

In  the  second  case  the  Committee 
directed  that  the  name  of  Charles  Clif- 
ford Atherton  should  be  deleted  from 
the  register.  Mr.  Atherton  was  not  pre- 
sent at  the  hearing,  which  arose  from 
information  that  on  February  13, 
1964,  he  had  been  convicted  at  the 
Mansfield,  Notts,  magistrates'  court, 
of  stealing  £128  from  his  employers, 
National  Co-operative  Chemists,  Ltd., for 
which  offence  he  had  been  committed 
to  prison  for  four  months.  The  case 
had  been  before  the  Committee  at  its 
previous  sitting.  Mr.  Atherton  had  not 
appeared  then,  and  the  Committee  had 
ordered  the  case  to  stand  over  so  that 
he  could  be  communicated  with.  That 
had  been  done,  and  he  had  written  a 
letter  stating  that  he  would  not  be 
attending  because  he  was  unemployed 
and  could  not  afford  the  fare.  He  had 
had  time  in  prison  to  realise  the  error 
of  his  ways,  and  was  determined  never 
again  to  commit  any  such  offence.  THE 
Chairman  said  that  the  Committee  was 
minded  in  the  circumstances  to  proceed 
with  the  hearing  in  Mr.  Atherton's 
absence,  as  it  was  entitled  to  do  under 
the  rules. 

A  police  constable  who  had  been  in 
charge  of  the  prosecution  said  Ather- 
ton had  told  him  that  the  theft  was  an 
after-effect  of  taking  "  purple  hearts." 
The  Society's  solicitor  gave  evidence 
that  Atherton  had  been  convicted  of 
a  similar  offence  in  1960,  and  the 
Chairman  announced  the  Committee's 
decision. 
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In  the  third  hearing  the  Committee 
considered  the  case  of  a  corporate  body 
that  had  been  convicted  of  having 
illegally  sold  glutethimide  in  Doriden 
tablets  on  two  occasions  and  been  fined. 
The  Society's  solicitor  said  that  a 
pharmacist  had  been  in  charge  of  the 
pharmacy  at  the  time  of  the  purchases 
but  the  company's  superintendent  said 
he  was  unaware  that  the  sales  had 
taken  place.  When  the  male  unqualified 
assisant  at  the  pharmacy  was  ques- 
tioned he  said  he  did  not  know  Dori- 
den tablets  were  Schedule  4.  When  the 
facts  had  been  put  before  the  Com- 
mittee its  view  had  been  that  the 
degree  of  qualified  control  exercised 
in  that  pharmacy  was  not  of  a  standard 
which  one  would  expect.  The  Com- 
mittee had  then  decided  to  postpone  its 
decision  for  twelve  months  on  two 
conditions.  The  first  was  that,  on  the 
resumed  hearing  the  superintendent 
pharmacist  should  render  a  report  to 
the  Committee.  That  was  now  forth- 
coming. It  described  measures  now 
taken  to  see  that  the  Poisons  Rules 


and  those  of  the  company  were  com- 
plied with  in  all  respects. 

An  inspector  of  the  Society  reported 
to  the  Committee  that  he  was  satisfied 
with  the  system  and  had  met  with 
co-operation.  The  Chairman  announced 
after  the  Committee's  return  from  re- 
tirement that  it  was  satisfied  on  the 
reports  submitted  that  the  kind  of 
offence  committed  by  the  company  was 
unlikely  to  occur  in  the  future  because 
the  system  of  conducting  its  business 
has  been  the  subject  of  overhaul  and 
check  with  the  help  of  the  Society's 
inspector.  The  Committee  was  satisfied 
that  the  company's  pharmacist  had  co- 
operated. Accordingly  it  proposed  to 
make  neither  of  the  directions  which 
the  law  empowered  it  to  make.  At  the 
same  time  the  Committee  wished  to 
point  out  that  both  it  and  the  Society 
had  been  put  to  much  trouble  for  the 
purpose  of  ensuring  that  the  company 
complied  with  one  of  the  basic  re- 
quirements of  the  law  relating  to  phar- 
macy. That  was,  said  the  chairman,  a 
matter  of  regret. 


CURRENT  BRITISH  MEDICAL  RESEARCH 

New  developments  shown  at  National  Institute 


Leprosy,  antigen  -  antibody  reactions 
and  electron  microscopy  were  among 
the  subjects  chosen  for  demonstrations 
at  an  open  day  held  by  the  National 
Institute  for  Medical  Research,  Mill 
Hill,  London.  N.W.7,  on  July  1. 

Two  important  advances  towards  the 
development  of  drugs  effective  against 
Mycobacterium  leprae  were  demonstra- 
ted by  the  Institute's  division  of  bac- 
teriology and  virus  research.  Hitherto 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  culture  the 
leprosy  bacillus  or  to  transmit  the  in- 
fection to  experimental  animals,  and 
that  has  caused  the  search  for  anti- 
leprotic  drugs  to  be  made  primarily  on 
an  empirical  basis.  Drugs  already  shown 
to  be  effective  against  tuberculosis 
have  come  specially  under  examination. 
The  division  has  succeeded  in  growing 
M.  lepra  on  mouse  foot  pads,  making 
possible  for  the  first  time  the  animal 
screening  of  new  drugs.  It  has  also 
been  able  to  show  that  a  human  infec- 
tion that  does  not  respond  to  a  particu- 
lar drug  retains  its  resistance  when 
grown  on  the  pad. 

A  feature  of  drug  treatment  of 
leprosy  has  been  that  the  number  of 
bacilli  in  the  skin  falls  only  slowly 
during  therapy.  The  consequence  has 
been  a  continuing  search  for  more  effec- 
tive drugs.  It  has,  however,  been  known 
for  years  that  stained  preparations 
show  a  proportion  of  bacilli  that  fail  to 
stain  completely,  and  that  the  propor- 
tion increases  during  drug  therapy.  The 
department  has  now  demonstrated,  by 
examining  individual  cells  under  the 
electron  microscope,  that  the  "  faulty  " 
staining  is  the  result  of  cell  degenera- 
tion. Applying  that  knowledge  to 
human  patients  has  shown  that,  whereas 
total  cell  count  remains  relatively  con- 
stant, living  cell  numbers  fall  rapidly 
after  the  start  of  treatment.  Because  of 
the  sites  of  infection  (dermis,  mucous 
membranes,  nerves),  dead  cells  are  only 
slowly  removed  from  the  body,  and 
they  frequently  become  the  cause  of 
severe  auto-immune  reactions.  The  ex- 
planation of  the  observed  facts  may 


now  shift  emphasis  from  the  search  for 
drugs  to  kill  the  infection  to  an  attempt 
to  assist  the  body  in  ridding  itself  of 
the  dead  bacilli. 

Antibodies  can  be  shown  to  combine 
with  cells  and  with  antigens,  but  for  the 
destruction  of  cells  (e.g.  bacterial  cells) 
it  is  necessary  for  another  factor,  "  com- 
plement," to  be  present.  An  investiga- 
tion of  the  action  of  complement  and 
antibody  on  cells  was  the  subject  of  an 
investigation  by  the  Institute's  division 
of  immunology.  Activity  of  comple- 
ment is  known  to  be  due  to  at  least 


eight  factors  triggered  off  in  an  ordered 
sequence  by  the  combination  of  specific 
antibody  with  its  antigen,  and  the  final 
stage  of  that  process  results  in  cell 
damage.  The  way  in  which  complement 
produces  cell  damage  was  not  previ- 
ously known.  It  has  now  been  shown, 
by  electron  microscopy,  to  be  by  the 
formation,  in  the  cell  membrane,  of 
small  holes  of  the  order  of  100  A  dia- 
meter. Once  such  holes  have  been 
made  the  cell  loses  its  capacity  for 
osmotic  regulation,  and  the  leakage  or 
exchange  of  ions  occurs,  causing  irre- 
parable damage  to  the  cell.  The  ques- 
tion how  many  antibody  molecules  are 
required  to  cause  one  hole  to  be  made 
has  also  been  studied.  With  macro- 
globulin  antibodies  (molecular  weight 
900,000),  two  molecules  (probably  only 
one)  of  antibody  per  red  cell  have  been 
found  sufficient.  With  the  more  com- 
mon smaller  antibodies  (molecular 
weight  150,000),  many  more  molecules 
per  cell  are  needed  and  it  is  suggested 
that  the  reason  may  be  that  two  anti- 
body molecules  must  lie  adjacent  to  one 
another  on  the  cell  surface.  The  ob- 
servations are  thought  to  suggest  a  pos- 
sible biological  explanation  for  the 
existence  of  the  two  classes  of  antibody. 

Another  demonstration  for  "  open- 
day  "  visitors  was  a  method  of  over- 
coming technical  difficulties  in  electron 
microscopy  staged  by  the  division  of 
biophysics.  It  was  shown  by  the  use  of 
catalase  crystals  that,  superimposing 
several  rows  of  molecules  when  print- 
ing the  photographs,  can  cause  detail 
to  be  revealed  down  to  about  20  A,  the 
random  interference  caused  by  electron 
noise  being  largely  eliminated. 

The  Institute's  department  of  bio- 
chemistry demonstrated  progress  in  in- 
vestigations into  "  messenger "  ribo- 
nucleic acid  (RNA). 


GOVERNMENT  CHEMIST'S  1963  REPORT 
Few  Medicines  Now  Referred 


THE  number  of  samples  of  medicines 
received  by  the  Government  Chemist 
under  the  National  Health  Service 
Drug  Testing  Scheme  continues  to  fall. 
In  the  years  following  the  introduction 
of  the  scheme  the  number  of  samples 
rose  rapidly  and  in  1951  a  maximum 
of  nearly  100  samples  was  reached. 
Since  then  the  numbers  have  tended  to 
decline  steadily  and  in  1963  fewer  than 
twenty  samples  were  received.  The 
point  is  made  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  Government  Chemist,  published  re- 
cently by  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
8s.  6d.  Also  mentioned  in  the  food 
and  drugs  section  is  the  difficulty  often 
encountered  in  assaying  tablets  because 
of  the  presence  of  unusual  excipients 
and  binders.  Chloropromazine  tab- 
lets, for  instance,  containing  methyl- 
cellulose  as  binder,  constantly  gave  low 
results  bv  the  process  of  extraction 
and  acidimetric  titration  which  is 
official  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
1958.  Satisfactory  assays  were  obtained 
by  oxidative  titration  with  eerie 
ammonium  sulphate,  a  process  which 
can  be  applied  directly  to  the  whole 
tablet  mass  and  is  now  adopted  in 
B.P..  1963.  When  an  extraction  is  un- 
avoidable, as  for  instance  with  most 
antibiotics,  the  assav  may  vary  con- 
siderably with  the  time  of  extraction 
allowed  (up  to  at  least  one  hour).  As 


an  instance  of  a  chemically  interfer- 
ing binder  the  report  mentions  poly- 
vinyl pyrrolidone.  Being  readily 
soluble  in  water  and  also  in  organic 
solvents  such  as  alcohol  or  chloro- 
form, it  is  not  separated  by  any  simple 
extraction,  and  may  therefore  contri- 
bute to  an  assay  based  on  nitrogen 
determination,  as  for  instance  for 
imipramine  tablets,  B.P.,  1963.  The 
U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  XVI  is  explicit  in 
safeguarding  against  such  errors,  the 
report  adds,  by  stipulating  that  added 
substances  may  be  regarded  as  suitable 
only  if  they  do  not  interfere  with  the 
tests  and  assays  prescribed.  The  posi- 
tion under  the  General  Notices  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  is  not  always  so 
clear.  The  presence  of  polyvinyl  pyr- 
rolidone would  not  necessarily  be 
noticed,  and  could  thus  lead  to  a  false 
assay,  as  in  the  case  already  quoted. 
When  efficiency  of  extraction  varies 
markedly  with  the  time  allowed,  a 
simple  direction  to  triturate,  shake 
well  and  filter  (as  for  oxytetracycline 
tablets,  B.P..  1963)  appears  somewhat 
open  to  subjective  interpretation. 

Dealing  with  essential  oils  and  the 
usefulness  of  gas  chromatography  in 
checking  their  authenticity,  the  report 
states  that  the  main  difficulty  is  to 
obtain  reliable  standard  samples  to 
produce  standard  chromatograms. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers,  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 

London,  July  8:  During  the  week  Brazilian  Menthol  prices  turned 
firmer  and  regained  all  the  losses  of  the  previous  few  weeks. 

Spanish  products  remained  extremely 
firm  with  forward  prices  frequently 
showing  a  considerable  premium  over 
spot  values.  Saffron  was  15s.  higher 
per  lb.  but  at  275s.  per  lb.  this  was 
considerably  under  the  shipment  rate  of 
310s.  Cochineal  supplies  continued  dif- 
ficult; there  were  offers  of  silver-grey 
but  no  black-brilliant.  Carmine  was  5s. 
per  lb.  dearer  and  a  further  increase 
was  expected.  Cardamoms  were  three- 
pence per  lb.  dearer  on  the  spot  fol- 
lowing higher  shipment  values.  Jamai- 
can Ginger  was  again  lower  for  for- 
ward delivery  but  the  dip  in  prices 
which  normally  follows  availability  of 
new  crop  has  been  less  steep  so  far 
this  year.  Tinnevelly  Senna  pods  were 
down  by  about  threepence  per  lb.  but 
leaves  were  unchanged.  Gums  were  a 
firm  market  with  Tragacanth  prices 
nominal  and  Acacia  up  2s.  6d.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot. 

Among  Essential  Oils  Brazilian 
Peppermint  followed  the  firmer  trend 
of  menthol  but  spot  holders  were  offer- 
ing supplies  at  well  under  origin.  Rose- 
mary was  dearer  by  one  shilling  per  lb. 

Aneurine  hydrochloride  in  1-kilo 
lots  was  marked  up  10s.  a  kilo  and  10 
kilos  by  8s.  per  kilo.  Until  three  months 
ago  prices  of  the  vitamin  had  been 
depressed  for  several  years  but  the 
position  has  now  changed,  the  first  in- 
dication being  in  April  when  the  larger 
quantity  lots  were  marked  up  by  2s.

WORLD  TRADE 

Chemical    Imports    into  India. — 

India's  import  bill  for  chemicals  dur- 
ing 1963-64  was  reduced  to  Rs320  mil- 
lions from  Rs380  millions  in  1962-63. 
Expenditure  on  imports  of  organic 
chemicals  fell  from  Rsl66  millions  in 
1962-63  to  Rsl30  millions  in  1963-64 
and  on  organic  chemicals  from  Rs214 
millions  to  Rsl89  millions. 

Plant  for  the  Bahamas. — The  Syntex 
Corporation,  manufacturers  of  pharma- 
ceuticals, particularly  in  the  steroid 
hormone  field  is  building  a  major  new 
chemical  plant  at  Freeport  in  the 
Bahamas,  at  an  initial  cost  of  $1-5 
millions.  The  plant  will  supplement 
the  company's  production  facilities  in 
Mexico  and  increase  the  total  chemical 
production  capacity  by  about  50  per 
cent. 

Swiss  Expansion  in  India. — A  plant 

for  the  manufacture  of  adhesive  and 
other  tape,  disinfectants  and  similar 
products  is  to  be  built  in  Calcutta 
under  a  joint  agreement  by  Cederroth 
International,  SA,  Geneva,  and  Savitry 
Pratap  Singh,  Calcutta.  The  new  firm, 
Cederroth  Indian,  Ltd.,  will  produce 
medical  supplies  and  will  be  the  first 
firm  to  make  Cederroth  products  out- 
side Europe.  Cederroth  International 
SA  is  the  Swiss  subsidiary  of  the 
Swedish  group  of  the  same  name.  The 
Swedish  firm  will  supply  machinery 
and  "  know-how "  and  both  the  man- 
aging director  and  technical  manager 
will  be  Swedish. 

Liquid  Sulphur  for  Holland.  —  New 
facilities  to  handle  the  storage  and 
transhipment  of  liquid  sulphur  set  up 
in  the  Botlek  area  west  of  Rotterdam 
to  the  joint  account  of  Frans  Swart- 
touw's  Havenbedrijf,  Rotterdam,  and 
the  Sulphur  Export  Corporation,  New 
York,  U.S.A.,  were  opened  on  July  13. 
Four  tanks  will  accommodate  12,000 
metric  tons  each  and  the  sulphur  is 
being  transported  in  a  specially  designed 
tanker  and  distributed  (in  the  Benelux 
area  only  for  the  time  being)  by  speci- 
ally contructed  lighters.  The  depot  is 
expected  to  handle  about  500,000  tons 
of  liquid  sulphur  a  year  from  1965, 
when  it  will  be  used  at  full  capacity.
